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Noise  in  Hospitals 

MINISTRY  REVIEWS  EQUIPMENT 

THE  problem  of  noise  in  hospitals  was  mentioned  by  Mr.  Enoch  Powell 
(Minister  of  Health)  when  he  addressed  the  annual  meeting  of  the  British 
Hospital  Contributory  Schemes  Association  at  Cardiff  on  October  9. 

The  Minister  said  that  noise  had  a 


bearing  on  the  relationship  of  the  hos- 
pital to  the  patient  as  a  human  indi- 
vidual. Avoidable  noise  could  so  easily 
convey  the  implication  of  indifference 
to  one's  existence,  let  alone  one's  com- 
fort. Much  had  been  done  in  the 
matter  during  recent  years,  and  the 
Ministry  took  every  opportunity  of 
bringing  to  the  notice  of  hospital 
authorities  and  others  interested  in 
equipping  hospitals  the  need  to  provide 
equipment  that  caused  minimum  noise. 
That  aspect  would  also  be  emphasised 
in  the  first  number  of  Equipment  Notes 
shortly  to  be  published.  The  Ministry 
was  using  central  contract  procedures 
to  help  in  the  problem,  and  was  at 
present  analysing  lists  of  items  found 
unduly  noisy.  It  was  examining  the 
best  methods  of  securing  improvement, 
either  by  making  additional  central 
contracts  or  by  issuing  advice  to  hospi- 
tals on  items  purchased  locally.  Work 
initiated  in  the  Department  and  else- 
where included  a  study  of  disposable 
bedpans,  synthetic  crockery  and  certain 
types  of  flooring.  In  a  series  of  studies 
on  beds,  lockers  and  standardisation  of 
building  components  of  various  kinds, 
the  problem  of  noise  was  being  kept 
very  much  in  mind.  Mr.  Powell  re- 
ferred to  the  rise  of  the  hospital  out- 
patient department  as  "  one  of  the 
major  revolutions  in  the  content  of 


hospital  treatment  during  our  time." 
New  out-patient  attendances  in  hospi- 
tals had  reached  over  7,000,000  annu- 
ally, and  out-patient  attendances  had 
increased  in  a  far  greater  proportion 
than  in-patient  admissions.  Every  hos- 
pital with  an  out-patient  department 
had  the  duty  to  ask  itself  "  Is  every 
patient  who  enters  our  out-patient 
department  made  to  feel  that  it  exists 
for  him  and  that  he  is  wanted  and 
welcome  ?  "  Mr.  Powell  also  empha- 
sised the  need  to  reduce  patients'  wait- 
ing time  and  referred  to  the  responsi- 
bilities of  visitors,  problems  of  catering 
and  patients'  meal  times  when  he  re- 
viewed prospects  and  policies  on  vari- 
ous aspects  of  what  he  described  as 
"  that  immense,  and  immensely  impor- 
tant subject,  the  approach  of  the  hos- 
pital service  to  the  patient  as  an  indi- 
vidual human  being." 

Nielsen  Drug  Index 

MAY-JUNE  INCREASE  OF  TURNOVER 

THE  National  Health  Service  payments 
to  retail  pharmacists  during  May  and 
June  were  higher  than  in  the  corres- 
ponding period  of  1961  and  that,  to- 
gether with  an  increase  in  cash  sales, 
resulted  in  an  average  weekly  turnover 
of  £5,404,000,  an  increase  of  4-3  per 
cent,  over  the  corresponding  period  of 


1961.  The  average  weekly  cash  sales 
in  retail  pharmacies  were: — Multiples, 
£388;  large  independents,  £311;  medium 
independents,  £172;  and  small  indepen- 
dents, £92.  Compared  with  the  corres- 
ponding figures  for  1961  the  increased 
percentage  changes  were: — Multiples, 
8-4;  all  independents,  9-2.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  the  multiple  pharmacies  ob- 
tained 37-6  of  the  total  turnover  during 
the  period,  whilst  the  large,  medium 
and  small  independents  obtained  26-2, 
20-0  and  16-2  per  cent,  respectively. 
The  average  weekly  National  Health 
Service  payments  per  shop  were:  — 
Large  independents,  £183;  multiples, 
£138;  medium  independents,  £115; 
small  independents,  £65.  During  May 
independent  pharmacies  dispensed  66-7 
per  cent,  of  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice prescriptions  (an  average  of  1,008 
per  shop  per  month),  whilst  the  mul- 
tiple pharmacies  dispensed  33-3  per 
cent,  (an  average  of  1,533  per  shop  per 
month).  National  Health  Service  pay- 
ments amounted  to  25-5  per  cent,  of  the 
total  turnover  in  multiple  pharmacies 
and  36-7  per  cent,  in  independents. 

Import  Duties 

AGREED  REDUCTIONS  FROM  OCTOBER  31 

THE  Import  Duties  (General)  (No.  12) 
Order,  1962  (published  as  Statutory  In- 
strument, 1962,  No.  2244),  introduces 
on  October  31  (a)  reductions  in  the  full 
rates  of  import  duty  on  items  on  which 
concessions  were  granted  to  the  Euro- 
pean Economic  Community  and  the 
United  States  in  the  agreements  conclu- 
ded with  them  during  the  1960-61  Tariff 
Conference  of  the  General  Agreement 
on  Tariffs  and  Trade;  (b)  proportional 
reductions  in  the  Commonwealth  pre- 
ferential rates  on  those  items  on  which 
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FINAL  PRODUCTION  AND  FIRST  DISPATCH:  Left,  Final  (blending)  stage  in  the  production  of  Quadrilin,  the  new  4-in-l  vaccine  of  Glaxo 
Laboratories,  Ltd.,  Greenford,  Middlesex,  giving  protection  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  After  blending,  the  vaccine 
is  drawn  off  into  a  storage  tank  (centre)  for  transfer  to  the  filling  room.  Hitherto  "killed"  poliomyelitis  vaccine  has  had  to  be  given  as  a  separate 
injection  from  the  vaccine  that  protects  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  involving  (with  booster  doses)  eight  injections  in  the  first  five 
years  of  a  child's  life.  The  new  vaccine  cuts  the  number  of  injections  from  eight  to  five.  Right,  the  first  batch  being  packed  for  issue. 
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the  full  rate  of  import  duty  is  being 
reduced;  and  (c)  the  fourth  reduction  in 
the  import  duties  applicable  to  goods 
produced  in  and  consigned  from  the 
countries  of  the  European  Free  Trade 
Association.  Most  of  the  GA.T.T.  re- 
ductions in  duty  are  listed  in  Schedule 
1  to  the  Order.  In  some  cases,  where, 
for  example,  a  concession  was  made  on 
only  part  of  a  heading  or  subheading 
in  the  British  Tariff,  some  new  or 
amended  subheadings  are  necessary 
and  these  changes  are  listed  in  Schedule 
4  to  the  Order.  Items  of  direct  interest 
to  pharmacists  in  which  the  full  rate  of 
duty  has  been  reduced  (with  the  former 
rate  in  parentheses)  are:  Magnesium 
oxide,  B.P.,  25  per  cent.  (33|  per  cent.); 
sulphonamides,  25  (33j);  caffeine  and 
its  salts,  20  (25);  theobromine,  20  (25): 
antibiotics,  25  (33|);  fixed  focus  cam- 
eras, 32  (40),  and  other  types  of  camera, 
40,  (50). 

Statutory  Committee 

THREE  INQUIRIES  ARRANGED 

THE  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  is  meeting  at  17 
Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.I,  at 
11.30  a.m.  on  November  8,  to  consider 
information  and  evidence  from  which  it 
appears  that  a  member  of  the  Society 
has  been  convicted  of  offences  under  the 
Offences  Against  the  Person  Act,  1861. 
The  Committee  will  also  consider  in- 
formation and  evidence  that  a  person 
applying  for  registration  as  a  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemist  was  alleged  to  be 
under  the  influence  of  drugs  whilst 
employed  at  a  pharmacy.  Another  in- 
quiry concerns  a  member  of  the  Society 
alleged  to  have  been  in  possession  of 
poisons  in  circumstances  that  were  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act,  1933. 

British  Standards 

30-MJL  MEDICINE  MEASURES 

A  NEW  specification  covering  materials, 
design,  graduation  marking,  and  toler- 
ances of  glass  medicine  measures  of 
30-mil  capacity  has  been  issued  by  the 
British  Standards  Institution  (B.S.  3221: 
Part  2:  1962,  price  3s.).  The  general 
trend  for  metric  measures  to  be  adop- 
ted in  hospitals  led  to  the  publication  in 
1 960  of  a  British  Standard — "  Medicine 
glasses  (metric  units)  for  medicine 
glasses  of  50-mil  total  graduated  capa- 
city." The  scope  of  that  standard,  in 
future  to  be  known  as  Part  1,  has  been 
extended  by  issuing  Part  2,  dealing  with 
glass  medicine  measures  of  30-mil  capa- 
city. Copies  of  both  parts  of  the  stan- 
dard may  be  obtained  from  the  B.S.I, 
sales  branch,  2  Park  Street,  London, 
W.I. 

Common  Market 

BOOKLET  FOR  MANUFACTURERS 

THE  Management  Consultants  Asso- 
ciation at  a  recent  press  conference  in 
London  stated  that  it  was  carrying  out 
more  research  for  European  firms  seek- 
ing to  enter  the  British  market 
than  for  British  firms  seeking  to  sell  in 
Europe.  In  making  its  report  public  the 
Association  hopes  to  stimulate  a  greater 
awareness  of  the  problems  facing  Bri- 
tish industry  and  commerce  and  of  the 


steps  needed  to  be  taken  to  overcome 
them.  To  assist  boards  of  directors  to 
examine  their  firms'  competence  to 
meet  the  Common  Market  challenge, 
the  Management  Consultants  Associa- 
tion, 23  Cromwell  Place,  London, 
S.W.7,  has  issued  a  booklet  "  Ten 
Questions."  The  booklet  (price  7s.  6d.), 
intended  not  only  for  the  larger  but 
also  for  the  smaller  manufacturer  who 
may  find  suitable  markets  for  his  pro- 
ducts in  the  European  countries,  con- 
tains ten  main  plus  supplementary 
questions  and  sections  dealing  with  in- 
creasing competition  within  Britain, 
opportunities  in  Europe,  and  economic 
and  industrial  aspects  of  the  Treaty  of 
Rome. 

Survey  of  Production 

AN  UPWARD  TREND  IN  CHEMICALS 

THE  National  Association  of  British 
Manufacturers,  in  its  survey  of  pro- 
duction covering  the  three  months  to 
September  30,  says  that  the  level  of 
production  throughout  industry  has 
remained  largely  static,  and  that  there 
is  no  indication  of  any  marked  im- 
provement occurring  in  the  near  future. 
21  per  cent,  of  the  500  companies  ex- 
amined recorded  a  fall  during  the 
period  under  review,  but  that  situation 
was  offset  by  an  upward  trend  in  the 
chemicals,  food  and  paper  industries. 
"  Demand  is  clearly  sluggish  in  most 
industries  and  there  seems  to  be  little 
doubt  that  industry  is  suffering  from  a 
lack  of  confidence,"  continues  the 
association's  report. 

Scientific  Qualifications 

1961  CENSUS  FIGURES 

A  FULL  analysis  of  the  population 
enumerated  in  the  1961  census  with 
scientific  and  technological  qualifica- 
tions was  published  on  October  18 
under  the  title  "Census  1961,  Great 
Britain,  Scientific  and  Technological 
Qualifications "  (H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  price  6s.  6d.).  The  report  shows 
that  in  a  10  per  cent,  sample  there 
were  28,761  persons  with  scientific  and 
technological  qualifications — an  esti- 
mate of  287,610  for  the  whole  popula- 
tion of  Great  Britain.  Of  those  there 
were  136,520  with  scientific  and  151,090 
with  engineering  and  technological 
qualifications;  247,970  were  actually  in 
employment  at  the  time  the  census  was 
taken.

Irish  Drug  Association 

DELEGATES'  MEETING  IN  DUBLIN 

A  SUGGESTION  that  pharmacists 
should  participate  in  the  proposed  re- 
vised health  schemes,  no  matter  how 
unfavourable  the  terms  might  be,  was 
made  by  Mr.  R.  O'Rourke,  Mountrath, 
at  a  delegates'  meeting  of  the  Irish 
Drug  Association  in  Dublin  on  Octo- 
ber 9.  Urging  members  not  to  adopt  an 
obstructionist  attitude,  he  said  that 
chemists  should  consult  county  mana- 
gers and  put  their  views  before  them. 
Mr.  P.  J.  Joy,  Clonmel,  said  that  copies 
of  the  memorandum  prepared  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  for 


the  Select  Committee  set  up  by  the 
Dail  to  investigate  the  present  Health 
Act  should  be  supplied  to  members  of 
both  houses  of  the  Oireachtas.  The 
employment  of  a  firm  of  cost  accoun- 
tants to  establish  an  economic  basis  on 
which  pharmacists  could  participate  in 
the  Health  services  was  suggested  by 
Mr.  Gleeson,  Birr,  who  said  it  was  con- 
ceivable that  such  a  course  would  re- 
veal that  chemists  should  charge  twice 
the  prices  obtaining  at  present  under 
the  mother-and-child  scheme.  Mr. 
Declan  O'Sullivan,  Dublin,  was  of  the 
opinion  that  chemists  would  require 
better  terms  than  those  at  present  en- 
joyed under  the  British  scheme.  He 
advocated  that  supplies  through  dis- 
pensaries should  be  discontinued.  Mr. 
M.  B.  Brophy,  Dublin,  was  convinced 
that  participation  in  the  health  scheme 
in  Britain  had  meant  that  counter  trade 
suffered.  "  Are  Irish  chemists  prepared 
to  sacrifice  their  counter  trade,  which 
amounts  to  a  large  percentage  of  their 
business?  "  he  asked.  Mr.  A.  C.  Hen- 
nessy,  Dublin,  suggested  that  local 
associations  should  contact  local  depu- 
ties and  senators  as  well  as  county 
managers.  A  minimum  dispensing  fee 
of  Is.  6d.,  without  any  specific  hours 
of  services,  was  suggested  by  Mr.  E.  D. 
Leavy,  Dundalk.  The  secretary  (Mr. 
Brendan  Smith)  reviewed  the  progress 
made  to  date  with  the  Department  of 
Health  and  announced  that  a  meeting 
with  the  Department  was  being  held. 
An  assurance  was  given  by  the  presi- 
dent (Mr.  A.  F.  Thornton)  and  vice- 
president  (Mr.  H.  W.  Ferguson)  that 
no  proposals  would  be  agreed  upon 
without  prior  consultation  with  mem- 
bers. More  than  one  general  meeting 
might  be  required  before  agreement 
was  reached.  A  discussion  took  place 
on  the  position  regarding  maternity 
packs,  and  regret  was  expressed  that 
nothing  concrete  had  been  done  to 
secure  price  revisions,  although  discus- 
sions were  still  going  on  with  the 
Department  of  Health.

and  Dr.  J.  D.  Watson,  Cambridge,  Mass. 

Business  men  in  South  Africa  re- 
port that  many  United  Kingdom  corres- 
pondents do  not  seem  to  be  aware  that 
the  cost  of  postage  of  ordinary  mail  to 
South  Africa  has  been  increased  to  six- 
pence for  the  first  oz.  and  fourpence  for 
every  additional  ounce.  Airmail  postage 
and  parcel  post  are  unchanged. 

Great  Yarmouth  Co-operative  Che- 
mists, Ltd.,  46  High  Street,  Caister-on- 
Sea,  appealed  successfully  at  Norfolk 
Quarter  Sessions  on  September  21 
against  Flegg  magistrates'  earlier  rejec- 
tion of  the  company's  application  for 
an  excise  licence  for  the  sale  of  wines 
and  spirits. 

The  sum  of  £250,000,  which  The  Dis- 
tillers Co.,  Ltd.,  recently  announced 
(C.  &  D.,  September  22,  p.  326),  would 
be  applied  to  research  into  the  incidence 
and  causes  of  congenital  abnormality,  is 
being  made  available  to  the  University 
of  Edinburgh,  which  has  the  requisite 
facilities  for  undertaking  the  work. 

Of  220  samples  of  drugs  and  medi- 
cines taken  for  analysis  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  by  inspectors  of  Kent 
County  Council  during  1961,  seven 
items  were  deemed  unsatisfactory  by 
the  county  analyst.  The  faults  were  not 
considered  sufficiently  serious  to  warrant 
proceedings  being  taken  against  the 
sellers. 

A  hospital  section  was  opened  at 
the  Building  Centre,  26  Store  Street, 
London,  W.C.I,  on  October  19,  by  Mr. 
Bernard  Braine  (parliamentary  secre- 
tary, Ministry  of  Health).  There  are  at 
present  seventy-two  examples  of  fixed 
and  movable  equipment  on  display  in 
the  section,  and  it  is  proposed  to  intro- 
duce other  items  as  they  are  developed. 

A  second  consignment  of  one  million 
doses  of  Sabin  poliomyelitis  vaccine  was 
flown  from  London  to  Sydney  on  Octo- 
ber 15,  to  add  to  the  stockpile  of  live 
vaccine  held  there  by  the  Australian 
health  authorities.  The  total  order, 
which  has  been  placed  with  the  Well- 
come Foundation.  Ltd.,  is  for  three  mil- 
lion doses,  consisting  of  one  million  of 
each  of  the  three  Sabin-virus  types.

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Colour 

Life  for  the  pharmacist  has  never  been  dull  and  uninteresting.  Whatever 
else  may  be  said  of  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  it  has  always  provided  variety 
and  relief  from  boredom.  One  of  the  first  sights  to  greet  my  astonished 
eyes,  on  that  far-off  day  on  which  I  entered  my  apprenticeship,  was  the 
hurried  dash  of  an  assistant  who,  to  judge  from  the  mortar  he  was  carry- 
ing, appeared  to  have  entered  into  a  compact  with  Mephistopheles.  From 
personal  experience  at  a  later  date,  I  found  that  the  making  of  phosphorus 
pills  called  for  a  confident  and  speedy  technique.  Those  who  favoured  the 
leisurely  approach,  contemplative  and  philosophic,  transformed  the  dispen- 
sary into  a  realistic  scene  from  Orpheus  in  the  Underworld,  with  the 
apprentice  making  the  discovery  that  his  master  had  rudimentary  horns 
and  cloven  hooves.  But  while  such  incidents  might  be  described  as  colour- 
ful, colour  as  such  in  the  pharmacy  was  to  be  found  mainly  in  the  carboys 
of  red,  green,  blue  and  yellow  solutions  which  made  a  characteristic  display 
in  the  windows.  There  were,  of  course,  glimpses  of  colour  on  the  shelves, 
where  some  of  the  tinctures  made  a  brave  show.  How  different  is  the 
pharmacy  of  today! 

Then  and  now 

In  the  simpler  days  of  which  I  have  been  writing,  tooth-brushes  were  all 
white,  the  bristle  being  set  into  a  bone  handle,  and  their  texture  was  of  a 
fairly  average  firmness.  Today,  they  may  be  of  bristle  or  nylon,  soft, 
medium,  hard  or  extra  hard,  and  they  may  even  be  a  compound  of  two 
different  textures.  Having  settled  that  question,  one  is  launched  into  the 
matching  of  that  texture  with  a  red,  blue,  green  or  yellow  handle.  The 
possibilities  are  infinite.  But  the  complications  of  colour  do  not  end  with 
tooth-brushes.  There  are  face  powders,  which,  in  the  simpler  days  I  have 
mentioned,  were  described  as  cream  and  natural,  and  one  cannot  escape 
the  feeling  that  faces  were  much  less  complicated  in  those  earlier  times. 
Today's  range  caters  for  the  anaemic  through  every  hue  to  the  florid,  and 
some  of  the  users  might  well  have  stepped  straight  from  the  stage  produc- 
tion of  South  Pacific.  And  so  to  lipsticks.  How  simple  was  the  lot  of  the 
poet  in  the  seventeenth  century.  When  Shakespeare  wrote:  "Beauty's  ensign 
yet  is  crimson  in  thy  lips,"  it  might  be  thought  that  his  outlook  was  not 
coloured  by  the  multitude  of  pinks  which  range  over  dozens  of  shades.  And 
yet — did  he  not  write:  "Take,  O  take  those  lips  away?  "  That  might 
suggest  that  he  had  a  closer  connection  with  pharmacy  than  mere  relation- 
ship with  Dr.  John  Hall.  (I  find  that  here  I  am  still,  anatomically,  above 
the  neck.)  So  far,  we  are  only  in  the  elementary  stages  of  colour,  for  hair 
— woman's  crowning  glory — has  not  been  mentioned.  The  many  and  varied 
shades  of  hair  tints  of  all  descriptions,  identified  by  names  which  defy 
rational  analysis,  are  a  full-time  study — as  are  the  results,  which  are  enough 
to  implant  in  any  self-respecting  chameleon  a  permanent  inferiority  com- 
plex, not  to  mention  the  effect  produced  in  the  hedgehog  when  faced  with 
a  hair  style  that  appears  to  add  cubits  to  the  stature  of  some  of  the  wearers. 
But  we  are  not  finished,  for  there  are  green  eyes,  which  do  not  all  belong 
to  little  yellow  gods,  and  fingernails. 


Brightness 


All  is  now  bright  and  glowing  with  colour,  from  photographic  film  to 
face  tissues,  in  large,  very  large,  medium,  small  and  smaller,  in  white,  green, 
yellow,  pink  and  blue,  with  the  size  and  colour  requested  having  to  be 
fetched  from  the  farthest  recesses  of  the  stockroom.  (There  are  other 
articles  in  a  similar  range  of  colour  to  fit  in  with  any  colour  scheme  in  any 
room  of  the  house.)  And  so  to  bed,  where,  it  seems,  it  is  not  possible  to  go 
to  sleep  in  the  dark  without  the  correct  colour  of  hot-water  bottle,  purple 
not  suiting  some  toes  and  green  or  blue  incompatible  with  others.  Or  it  may 
be — I  have  not  probed  the  matter  scientifically — that  the  bottle  has  perforce 
to  match  the  colour  of  the  sleeping  capsules  to  provide  that  feeling  of 
relaxation  essential  to  a  good  night.  It  is  an  age  of  colour,  but  space  in  the 
pharmacy  is  at  a  premium,  and  selling  time  now  of  no  consequence. 
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Pharmacists  in  the  European  Community 

A  REVIEW  BY  PHARMACEUTICAL  GROUP  CHIEF  OF  "  THE  SIX  " 


THE  first  evening  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  1962-63  ses- 
sion was  held  at  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy, University  of  London,  on  Octo- 
ber 18,  when  members  heard  an 
address  by  Dr.  Werner  Klie  (presi- 
dent, Pharmaceutical  Group  of  the 
European  Economic  Community)  on 
"  European  Pharmacy." 

Introducing  the  speaker,  Mr.  H.  S. 
Grainger  (a  past-president  of  the 
Society)  explained  from  the  chair  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Group  was  a  volun- 
tary body,  with  a  semi-official  standing 
vis-a-vis  the  Council  of  Europe.  Its 
job  was  "  to  co-ordinate  the  many 
facets  of  pharmaceutical  practice  in  the 
member  countries  of  the  E.E.C."  The 
following  is  a  summary  of  Dr.  Klie's 
address : 

Europe  is  at  present  in  the  throes  of 
a  fundamental  transformation  that  will 
give  the  old  continent  a  new  aspect. 
It  is  the  objective  of  the  European 
Economic  Community  to  create  inter- 
nal market  conditions  that  simplify 
economic  co-operation  and  thereby 
strengthen  the  ties  between  member 
nations.  The  Community  should  be  re- 
garded not  as  an  end  in  itself,  but 
rather  as  the  beginning  of  a  new  eco- 
nomic order  in  Europe,  out  of  which 
will  grow  a  uniform  continental  econo- 
mic area.  The  momentous  union 
brought  about  by  the  signing  of  the 
Treaty  of  Rome  in  1957  proved  that 
membership  of  the  E.E.C.  is  no  mere 
business  artifice  or  opportunity  but  a 
real  obligation  demanding  sacrifices 
and  imposing  burdens. 

Decline  in  the  Profession 

The  special  tasks  of  pharmacy  are 
already  clearly  defined.  In  our  profes- 
sion we  must  strive  for  the  highest 
possible  standards.  The  structural 
change  brought  about  in  pharmaceuti- 
cal practice  by  the  ever-increasing 
manufacture  of  ready-made  medicines 
has  led  to  a  decline  in  the  pharmaceu- 
tical profession  within  the  Community. 
Adjustment  of  the  various  factual  and 
legal  conditions — a  basic  principle  of 
European  responsibility — is  not  con- 
cerned solely  with  professional  or 
scientific  questions  such  as  the  pharma- 
copoeia or  the  co-ordination  of  dis- 
pensing regulations. 

A  first  task  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Group  was  to  claim  recognition  of 
pharmacy  as  a  "  free  "  profession,  the 
essence  of  which  being  that  it  cannot 
be  conducted  on  purely  commercial 
lines  without  injuring  professional 
ethics,  and  that  it  must  be  performed 
independently. 

That  the  boundary  between  a  free 
profession  and  a  trade  fluctuates  is 
realised.  The  activities  of  a  pharmacist 
must  be  regarded  as  a  profession  under 
a  national  commitment,  since  he  holds 
a  position  of  trust.  His  integrity  in  the 
execution  of  his  duties  forms  the 
foundation  for  the  trust  the  public  has 
in  him — a  trust  that  is  all  the  more 
necessary  in  view  of  the  plethora  of 
"  speciality  "  medicines  on  the  market 
today.  We  are  happy  to  state  that  our 


calling  has  been 
recognised  by 
E.E.C.  That  means, 
of  course,  that  the 
pharmacist  must 
fully  adhere  to  the 
obligations  that  re- 
cognition entails. 
A  serious  contro- 
versy exists,  based 
on  ideological  con- 
siderations, con- 
cerning pharmacy. 
The  freedom  of 
professional  prac- 
tice and  the  moral 
responsibility  for 
its  proper  execu- 
tion cannot  be 
separated. 

Our  profession 
must  be  regarded 
only  as  a  trade  sui 

generis.  Being  small  or  medium-sized 
businesses,  pharmacies  belong  to  the 
economic  middle  class,  which  includes 
95  per  cent,  of  all  trade  enterprises.  A 
sound  middle-class  society  has  always 
been  a  reserve  of  power  for  a  State, 
protecting  it  from  extremists.  If  the 
economic  existence  of  small  undertak- 
ings is  jeopardised,  the  process  of 
"  stereotyping  "  is  furthered  instead  of 
retarded.  It  is  difficult  to  predict  what 
effect  the  E.E.C.  will  have  on  the  mod- 
ern middle  class,  or  whether  the  bene- 
fits of  the  Common  Market  will  not 
chiefly  go  to  the  large  enterprises,  but  a 
chief  target  must  be  to  retain  adaptable 
and  efficient  small  and  medium-sized 
enterprises  besides  the  large  combines. 

A  basic  right  that  citizens  of  E.E.C. 
countries  will  obtain  from  the  Treaty 
of  Rome  is  freedom  of  movement,  in- 
cluding the  abolition  of  all  considera- 
tions of  nationality  in  the  treatment  of 
employees  from  member  countries  with 
regard  to  remuneration,  types  of  work 
and  working  conditions.  By  reason  of 
that  freedom  of  movement  a  pharma- 
cist would  likewise  be  free  to  select  his 
place  of  business. 

Training  and  standards  for  admission 
to  university  must  be  uniform.  Even 
where  university  training  is  already 
comparable,  the  length  of  practical 
training  varies  greatly  among  the  six 
member  countries,  training  periods 
fluctuating  from  four  to  nine  years  and 
practical  training  from  four  months  to 
three  years.  At  present  Belgium. 
France,  Germany  and  Italy  are  engaged 
in  working  out  a  reform  of  pharma- 
ceutical studies.  Everywhere  criticism  is 
raised  against  present  methods  of  prac- 
tice, in  which  activities  are  usually 
limited  to  selling  specialities. 

Recognition  of  Qualifications 

The  problem  of  the  recognition  of 
qualifications  has  been  a  special  sub- 
ject of  study  in  the  Pharmaceutical 
Group.  Results  of  the  discussions, 
which  have  been  unanimously  agreed 
upon,  are:  — 

1.  A  pharmaceutical  qualification  may 

be  obtained  only  after  university  study. 

Admission  to  university  should  require

the  same  standard  as  for  other  univer- 
sity courses. 

2.  No  attempt  will  be  made  to  create 
a  common  European  licence  valid  in  all 
E.E.C.  countries.  The  Group  has  recom- 
mended a  system  of  bilateral  recogni- 
tion of  national  diplomas. 

3.  The  Union  of  Pharmacists  within 
the  European  Economic  Community  is 
agreed  that  the  following  additional  ex- 
amination must  be  demanded  in  every 
case:  (a)  Knowledge  of  the  language  of 
the  country  where  a  pharmacist  desires 
to  work;  (b)  knowledge  of  the  coun- 
try's forensic  pharmacy,  including  its 
social-welfare  Acts;  (c)  knowledge  of 
the  pharmacopoeia  of  the  country  con- 
cerned. 

4.  It  is  demanded  that,  in  all  six  mem- 
ber countries,  holders  of  a  pharmaceu- 
tical qualification  shall  be  considered 
qualified  to  work  in  all  branches  of  the 
profession — chemist's  shop,  laboratory, 
industry,  etc.  In  certain  cases  proof  of 
additional  practical  experience  may  be 
required.  The  Union  of  Pharmacists 
believes  that  the  conditions  for  addi- 
tional training  and  examination  should 
be  laid  down  in  bilateral  agreements  to 
achieve  common  recognition  of  diplomas. 

Co-ordination  the  Key  Question 

All  delegates  of  the  Group  con- 
sidered that  the  various  attempts  at 
reforms  in  pharmaceutical  education 
hinge  on  the  question  of  co-ordination. 
That  again  brings  up  the  requirement 
that  the  highest  standards  of  profes- 
sional knowledge  must  be  maintained. 
Training  and  examination  require- 
ments must  not  be  relaxed  simply  for 
the  sake  of  uniformity.  It  would  be 
undesirable  for  countries  to  train  too 
many  pharmacists.  In  France,  for 
instance,  there  are  at  present  too  many 
holders  of  diplomas.  The  social  posi- 
tion and  economic  security  of  the  phar- 
macist must  be  ensured,  and  action 
should  be  taken  in  time  to  avoid  an 
excessive  body  of  trained  pharmacists. 
Therefore  the  freedom  of  movement  of 
employees  should  not  be  dealt  with 
separately. 

Co-ordination  of  auxiliary  personnel 
employed  in  pharmacies  is  also  impor- 
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tant.  Decisions  have  been  reached  re- 
quiring that  medicines  shall  be  dis- 
pensed by  licensed  pharmacists  only.  It 
is  noted  with  concern  that  those  basic 
rules  are  not  always  observed.  The 
future  position  of  European  pharmacy 
depends  to  a  large  extent  on  the  man- 
ner in  which  that  problem  is  solved. 

Freedom  to  establish  and  operate  an 
independent  business,  as  well  as  to  found 
and  manage  such  an  enterprise,  is 
guaranteed  under  the  Rome  Treaty. 
Present  differences  between  nations 
should  be  made  impossible  by  the  co- 
ordination of  legal  and  administrative 
regulations,  which  should,  in  respect  of 
pharmacies,  be  accomplished  within  the 
six  member  countries  by  the  end  of 
1967.  The  co-existence  of  relatively 
liberal  and  restrictive  regulations  re- 
sults in  discrimination  against  countries 
where  liberal  legislation  exists.  Those 
differences  are  a  considerable  obstacle. 

Pharmacy's  representatives  in  the  six 
E.E.C.  countries  are  unanimous  in  re- 
jecting unrestricted  right  of  establish- 
ment, pointing  to  conditions  existing  in 
those  countries  that  have  long  had  that 
system.  Belgian  colleagues  have  empha- 
sised the  resulting  reduction  in  stan- 
dards and  trend  towards  the  one-man 
business.  It  is  unanimously  demanded 
that  restriction  be  favoured  so  as  to 
permit  the  establishment  of  pharmacies 
in  accordance  with  number  of  inhabi- 
tants, distance  from  next  pharmacy, 
minimum  turnover,  etc.  Only  then  can 
an  efficient  business  be  ensured. 

Another  problem  is  that  of  third- 
party  possession.  The  pharmaceutical 
representatives  were  unanimous  in  be- 
lieving that,  with  the  exception  of  a 
possible  temporary  period,  only  a 
licensed  pharmacist  should  be  the 
owner  of  a  pharmacy.  Other  persons  or 
companies  should  neither  be  allowed 
to  establish  nor  to  own  pharmacies.  A 
pharmacist,  too,  should  not  be  allowed 
to  own  more  than  one  pharmacy :  the 
possession  of  several  shops  should  be 
prohibited. 

The  efficiency  and  standard  of  a 
pharmacy  is  influenced  by  its  design 
and  its  equipment.  In  only  a  few  of  the 
six  member  countries  do  regulations 
exist  that  govern  the  organisation  and 
operation  of  a  pharmacy  as  in  Ger- 
many. It  is  imperative  to  set  up  clear 
and  definite  rules  to  keep  a  pharmacy 
from  becoming  a  mere  vending  place 
for  medicines. 

Distribution  by  Non-pharmacists 

The  pharmacist's  monopoly  in  sell- 
ing medicines  raises  the  question  that 
except  in  Belgium,  France  and  Italy, 
non-restricted  drugs  may  be  sold  by 
other  types  of  shop.  That  has  been 
strongly  contested,  since  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Group  do  not  believe  there  is 
such  a  thing  as  a  harmless  drug.  A 
dangerous  trend  in  most  countries  is  to 
regard  the  speciality  or  "  brand  "  medi- 
cine as  merchandise  like  any  other,  and 
the  idea  is  spreading  that  the  functions 
of  a  pharmacist,  at  least  where  non- 
restricted  medicines  are  concerned,  are 
merely  commercial.  The  profession  of 
a  pharmacist  must  not  be  reduced  to 
that  level.  Pharmacists'  responsibility 
for  specialities  is  contested  not  least 
by  the  pharmaceutical  industry,  and  the 
Group  declare  that  the  pharmacist, 
apart   from   his   responsibility  under 


penal  and  civil  law,  is  the  final  organ 
of  control  before  a  medicine  is  handed 
to  the  consumer.  Under  German  law,  a 
pharmacist  is  obliged  to  check  the 
condition  of  brand  medicines  by  ran- 
dom tests.  That  ensures  that  only  medi- 
cines in  perfect  condition  are  dispensed 
to  the  public,  and  is  the  function  on 
which  the  confidence  of  the  public  in 
a  pharmacy  is  founded. 

I  have  only  been  able  to  touch  upon 
a  few  of  the  problems  resulting  from 
the  structural  diversity  of  pharmacy  in 
Europe.  Uniform  starting  conditions 
have  to  be  established,  but  that  must 
not  lead  to  a  decline  in  standards.  The 
creation  of  Europe,  like  all  creation 
and  change,  will  not  take  place  without 
pain.  We  are  all  called  upon  to  help 
in  the  work,  free  from  prejudice,  with 
an  open  mind  and  a  lively  responsi- 
bility. Some  problems  may  appear  in- 
soluble, but  if  they  have  to  be  solved 
ways  will  be  found.  The  task  must  be 
fulfilled  in  a  spirit  of  goodwill.  The 
Europe  of  tomorrow  will  stand  united 
or  it  will  cease  to  exist. 

Would  Registration  be  Reciprocal  ? 

The  Chairman  having  thrown  the 
meeting  open  for  discussion,  Mr.  P.  S. 
Jones  questioned  whether  freedom  of 
movement  within  the  E.E.C.  necessarily 
entailed  reciprocity  of  registration  of 
pharmacists. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Gillham  wondered  if  the 
gradual  unification  of  pharmacy  laws 
would  do  away  with  the  need  for 
separate  forensic  examinations  to  be 
taken  by  nationals  of  one  member  coun- 
try wishing  to  practise  in  another. 
"  Why  the  fashion  for  uniformity?  "  he 
asked.  Each  country  had  its  own  tradi- 
tions, customs  and  practices.  He  went 
on  to  quote  Tennyson :  "  God  fulfils 
Himself  in  many  ways,  lest  one  good 
custom  should  corrupt  the  world." 

Sir  Hugh  Linstead  referred  to  the 
1967  deadline  fixed  for  the  regularisa- 
tion  of  diplomas,  registration,  etc.,  be- 
tween the  Six,  and  asked  what  would 
happen  if  unification  had  not  taken 
place  by  that  time. 

Replying  to  the  first  question,  Dr. 
Klie  said  lack  of  full  reciprocity  would 
be  tantamount  to  discrimination  between 
member  countries,  which  the  Treaty  of 
Rome  ruled  out.  To  Mr.  Gillham  he 
said :  "  We  must  have  limitation  of 
pharmacies ";  free  enterprise  in  one 
country  and  limitation  in  another  would 
lead  to  discrimination.  He  answered  Sir 
Hugh  with  the  comment :  "  We  have  to 
reach  it."  If,  however,  unification  had 
not  been  achieved  by  1967,  the  date 
would  no  doubt  have  to  be  extended. 
Mons.  J.  A.  Verreydt  (secretary,  Phar- 
maceutical Group)  added  that  equiva- 
lence in  qualifications  would  have  to  be 
followed  by  co-ordination  of  the  con- 
ditions of  practice  in  the  different  coun- 
tries. On  the  question  of  limitation,  he 
said :  "  If  one  country  sticks  to  the 
laws,  and  members  of  another  country 
walk  in  "  the  reaction  would  be  "  You 
may  come  but  there  is  no  place  left  for 
you  to  practise."  Co-ordination  had  to 
be  accomplished  before  1967.  "What 
about  Britain?  "  he  asked,  and  con- 
tinued :  "  If  you  join  before  the  end  of 
those  discussions  Ton  co-ordinationl. 
you  would  take  part  in  them.  If  you 
join  afterwards,  you  will  have  to  accept 
the  outcome  of  them." 


Professor  W.  H.  Linnell  referred 
to  the  syllabuses  for  training  pharma- 
cists. Unification,  he  said  could  some- 
times mean  regimentation.  "  That  can 
be  a  bad  thing."  There  were  certain 
basic  requirements  in  education,  but  he 
hoped  they  would  be  minimised  to 
allow  individuality  in  the  universities. 
Dr.  K.  R.  Capper  added  that  though, 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  there  were 
eighteen  schools  of  pharmacy,  differing 
in  character,  in  the  end  persons  who 
qualified  were  all  "  worthy  to  be  re- 
garded as  pharmacists."  He  continued: 
"  Variety  has  a  lot  to  be  said  for  it, 
provided  one  can  be  certain  that  quality 
will  be  achieved."  He  hoped  there 
would  not  be  too  great  an  insistence  on 
uniformity  in  the  syllabus  or  examina- 
tions— but  simply  in  the  standard  of 
pharmacists.  There  were  certain  aspects 
of  pharmacy  in  Britain  of  which  phar- 
macists were  not  proud,  "  but  we  do 
require  from  members  a  standard  of 
public  conduct  which  I  don't  think  is 
equalled  anywhere  else  in  the  world." 
He  hoped  that,  throughout  the  E.E.C, 
the  same  standards  would  be  applied. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Brean  asked  Dr.  Klie  to 
confirm  that  the  intention  within  the 
E.E.C.  was  to  restrict  retail  practice  to 
"individual  private  pharmacists." Would 
the  speaker  like  to  comment  on  the 
situation  in  Britain,  where  a  proportion 
of  pharmacies  were  owned  by  the  mul- 
tiples? 

Dr.  Klie  said  he  agreed  with  the 
various  observations  made  by  Dr.  Cap- 
per. On  Mr.  Brean's  points,  he  said 
ownership  of  pharmacies  by  non-phar- 
macists was  often  detrimental  to  the 
profession's  interests.  The  aim  was  that 
the  pharmacist  should  have  sole  author- 
ity in  his  area.  There  might  be  a  tem- 
porary arrangement  for  Britain — "  it  is 
not  impossible  to  put  the  clock  back." 

Degree  and  Diploma 

Mr.  C.  B.  Holliday  pointed  out  that 
one  "  serious  repercussion  "  of  the  pro- 
posals outlined  by  Dr.  Klie  would  be 
their  effect  on  the  proprietary  medicines 
industry  in  Britain.  Was  it  the  Group's 
firm  intention  to  press  for  the  channel- 
ling of  all  medicines  solely  through  the 
chemist?  Returning  to  educational 
policy,  Dr.  L.  K.  Sharp  said  75  per 
cent,  of  pharmacists  today  had  no 
degree  "  and  are  no  worse  for  that." 
Provided  there  was  agreement  on  a 
minimum  standard,  whether  it  was 
achieved  by  degree  or  diploma  was  im- 
material. He  considered  the  "  one  phar- 
macist, one  shop "  proposal  was 
doomed.  With  regard  to  the  proposed 
restriction  of  pharmacies  so  that  "  only 
pharmacy  "  was  practised  in  them,  Dr. 
Sharp  said  that  in  the  U.K.  many  chem- 
ists were  pressing  for  the  registration  of 
dispensers,  so  they  could  themselves 
spend  more  time  "  on  the  counter." 

Dr.  Klie  told  Mr.  Holliday  that 
pharmacists  should  fight  until  they 
achieved  a  monopoly  in  the  distribution 
of  medicines.  As  Dr.  Sharp  had  stated, 
a  degree  in  pharmacy  was  not  necessary 
so  long  as  adequate  training  was  given. 
Dr.  Klie  again  stressed  that  a  pharmacy 
should  have  "  a  purely  pharmaceutical 
atmosphere." 

Mr.  A.  R.  G.  Chamings  asked  how 
the  Group  proposed  to  deal  with  the 
wide  divergence  of  health  services  and 
pharmaceutical  practices,  at  present  ob- 
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taining  in  the  Common  Market  coun- 
tries. Mr.  M.  Stockham  said  small 
"  single-unit "  pharmacies  could  not 
make  a  living  for  the  pharmacist.  How 
could  that  problem  be  solved?  Dr. 
Klie  replied  that  both  points  would  be 
discussed  at  a  forthcoming  meeting  in 
Brussels.  M.  Verreydt  added  that  the 
Rome  Treaty  "  never  speaks  of  uni- 
formity, but  of  equivalence,  harmon- 
isation  and  co-ordination."  The  Phar- 
maceutical Group  had  no  powers  of  its 
own.  They  rested  with  the  Council  of 
Ministers,  who  adopted  the  attitude: 
"  You  prepare  the  decisions  and  we 
make  them."  On  January  1,  1968,  move- 
ment between  the  six  member  countries 
would  be  freed.  "  If  there  is  no  limita- 
tion in  your  country,  I  wish  you  luck." 


On  the  subject  of  limitation  of  phar- 
macies, Mr.  I.  Michaels  said  it  was  his 
impression  that  in  Britain  the  impor- 
tant point  was  not  so  much  the  num- 
ber of  people  served  by  each  pharmacy 
but  the  number  of  pharmacists  in  each 
establishment.  At  the  recent  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  (see  C.  &  D., 
September  22,  p.  337)  it  had  been  esti- 
mated that  there  were  1-2  pharmacists 
per  retail  pharmacy.  Mr.  Michaels  con- 
sidered a  minimum  of  two  ought  to  be 
the  aim.  Mr.  G.  Teeling-Smith  referred 
to  conditions  in  France,  where  small 
manufacturers  had  to  be  owned  by 
pharmacists  and  larger  ones  had  to  be 
under  the  control  of  pharmacists. 
Should  that  system  be  extended? 

Dr.  Klie  replied  that  more  pharma- 
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ceutical  control  in  factories  was  neces- 
sary. In  Germany,  for  example, 
although  industry  was  run  by  free  en-| 
terprise,  a  majority  decision  of  the 
Council  of  Ministers  would  force  a 
change  in  the  situation. 

Opportunities  for  Reform 

In  his  closing  remarks  Mr.  Grainger  I 
thanked  Dr.  Klie  for  taking  on  the 
enormous  task  of  trying  to  give  a  pic- 
ture of  the  effect  of  the  Common  Mar- 
ket on  the  whole  profession.  While  re- 
formatory legislation  might  be  difficult 
to  obtain  under  normal  circumstances, 
Britain's  entry  into  the  Community 
might  accelerate  the  provision  of  oppor- 
tunities for  reforms  that  were  long  I 
overdue. 


University  of  London  School  of  Pharmacy 

YEAR  REVIEWED  AT  INAUGURAL  MEETING 


RESULTS  achieved  by  University  of 
London  School  of  Pharmacy  students  at 
the  Part  1  stage  of  the  B.Pharm.(Lond.) 
degree  gave  cause  for  concern,  said  the 
Dean  (Professor  W.  H.  Linnell)  when 
he  presented  his  annual  report  at  the 
school's  inaugural  meeting  on  October 
10. 

Lost  Time  Not  Regained 

Professor  Linnell  said  he  was  con- 
siderably perturbed  that  some  30  per 
cent,  of  students  had  failed  or  been 
referred  in  that  examination.  That  fail- 
ure could  be  due  to  one  factor  and  one 
factor  only — the  inability  of  students 
to  acclimatise  themselves  to  university 
discipline.  Some  students  did  not  realise 
that  early  enough  and  "it  was  well 
nigh  impossible  to  make  up  for  lost 
time."  Apart  from  that,  however,  the 
academic  year  had  been  quite  success- 
ful. Results  in  Part  II  in  the  recent 
examinations  were  more  than  satisfac- 
tory: 28  per  cent,  had  obtained  first  or 
upper  second  class  honours,  48  per  cent, 
were  placed  in  the  lower  second  class, 
16  per  cent,  were  awarded  a  pass.  Only 
8  per  cent,  failed.  As  regards  research 
work,  forty-four  papers  had  been  pub- 
lished during  the  year,  which  the  Dean 
described  as  a  "bumper  one"  for  Ph.D. 
degrees,  fifteen  of  which  had  been 
awarded. 

Continuing,  Professor  Linnell  said  all 
departments  had  now  had  time  to  settle 
down  and  to  assess  the  facilities  pro- 
vided for  them.  On  the  whole  the  build- 
ing fulfilled  its  functions  admirably  but 
already  it  was  too  small  for  present 
needs.  Expansion  was  hoped  for  in  the 
near  future  when  the  Royal  Free  Hos- 
pital medical  school  moved  to  Hamp- 
stead.  "  If  this  School  could  acquire  the 
present  premises  of  the  medical  school 
we  could  double  our  activities — both 
undergraduate  and  postgraduate,"  said 
the  Dean,  adding  trat  he  hoped  that, 
when  the  opportunity  arose,  the  finan- 
cial climate  would  be  more  favourable. 

Professor  Linnell  also  referred  to  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Frank  Hartley  as 
Dean-elect,  an  appointment  which  he 
said  reversed  the  usual  trend  from 
academy  to  industry.  He  hoped  it  was 
an  augury  for  the  future.  He  also  con- 
gratulated Professor  Cook  on  his  recent 
appointment  as  professor  of  pharma- 
ceutics. 


Sir  Harry  Jephcott  (chairman)  then 
invited  Sir  Zachary  Cope,  M.D.,  M.S., 
F.R.C.S.,  to  deliver  his  inaugural 
address  on  "  The  Influence  of  Pharmacy 
upon  Surgery." 

Sir  Zachary  explained  that  it  was  a 
novel  experience  for  him  to  be  talking 
to  pharmacists.  In  the  past  he  had 
addressed  students,  doctors  and  nurses, 
and  on  one  occasion  150  hospital 
matrons  and  "  had  come  out  un- 
scathed." Sir  Zachary  went  on  to  say 
that  there  was  a  considerable  connec- 
tion between  the  two  professions  of 
pharmacy  and  medicine  and  had  no 
doubt  that  the  pharmaceutical  industry 
was  of  the  greatest  value  to  modern 
surgery. 

Since  primaeval  times  men  had  been 
interested  in  drugs.  Perhaps  the  first 
recorded  instance  was  a  reference  to  a 
miraculous  haemostatic  and  anodyne  by 
Homer.  The  writings  of  the  Roman 
Dioscorides  haa  remained  the  gospel 
for  pharmacists  until  the  middle  ages 
when  the  experiments  of  the  alchemists 
in  their  search  for  gold  had  given  a 
fillip  to  chemistry.  '  They  did  not  suc- 
ceed," said  the  speaker,  "  but  the 
modern  pharmacists  have  got  near  it." 
The  chemical  renaissance  in  the  early 
nineteenth  century,  however,  marked  the 
time  when  the  chemists  really  began  to 
help  the  surgeons.  The  isolation  of  mor- 
phine in  1 820,  the  discoveries  of  nitrous 
oxide  by  Humphrey  Davy,  ether  and 
chloroform,  were  "valuable  gifts." 
Lister,  the  father  of  antisepsis,  had  had 
to  go  to  the  pharmaceutical  chemists  in 
order  to  obtain  carbolic  acid,  the  active 
principle  of  the  creosote  he  had  been 
using.  "  When  I  was  a  student,"  said 
Sir  Zachary,  "  carbolic  acid  was  still 
employed.  You  put  your  hands  in  it 
until  they  were  numb." 

In  1884  cocaine  had  been  extracted 
from  coca  leaves  and  the  subsequent 
search  for  less  toxic  derivatives  had  led 
to  the  synthesis  of  eucaine  in  1895  and 
Novocain  in  1905. 

Memories  of  Fleming 

The  speaker  went  on  to  recall  the 
early  and  unsuccessful  attempts  in  the 
search  for  Ehrlich's  "  magic  bullet  " — a 
selective  therapeutic  substance  that 
would  kill  pathogenic  organisms  without 
harming  the  patient.  He  himself  had 
initially  been  of  the  opinion  that  it  could 


never  be  done,  an  opinion  that  was 
quickly  controverted  by  such  discover- 
ies as  salvarsan,  the  use  of  emetine  in 
amcebic  dysentery  and,  most  spectacu- 
larly,by  the  discovery  in  1935  of  the  anti- 
bacterial action  of  Prontosil — the  red 
dye  from  which  the  sulphonamides  had 
been  evolved.  Sir  Zachary  went  on  to 
give  a  personal  account  of  the  discovery 
and  isolation  of  penicillin  by  his  friend 
Sir  Alexander  Fleming  and  of  the 
national  co-operation  between  the  phar- 
maceutical companies  in  sharing  their 
process  secrets  in  order  to  mass-produce 
the  antibiotic  in  the  1940's.  He  recalled 
how  excited  and  pleased  Fleming  had 
been  at  that  news. 

Sir  Zachary  concluded  by  saying  that 
modern  therapeutic  aids  had  been  "  a 
revelation  and  a  revolution  "  to  the  sur- 
geons and  that  today  the  great  debate 
between  them  was  whether  to  cut  the 
skin  at  all. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Hanbury,  in  proposing  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  speaker,  said  that 
a  number  of  purely  pharmaceutical 
adjuncts  to  the  surgeon  had  been  de- 
vised, such  as  muscle  relaxants,  the 
profusion  of  haemostatics,  and  the 
development  of  cements  used  in  plastic 
surgery.  The  relationship  between  sur- 
gery and  pharmacy  was  very  far  from 
being  purely  historical. 

Mr.  S.  S.  Davis  (president,  Students' 
Union)  seconded  the  vote  of  thanks. 

The  Chairman  concluded  the  pro- 
ceedings with  a  tribute  to  Professor 
Linnell  who,  he  said,  had  served  the 
school  faithfully  and  well  for  so  many 
years.  "We  are  all  intensely  grateful  to 
him.  Nobody  could  have  served  the 
school  with  greater  loyalty,  distinction 
and  affection,"  he  said.  Replying.  Pro- 
fessor Linnell  said  it  was  rare  to  be 
praised  for  doing  what  one  wanted  to 
do,  but  that  was  exactly  what  he  had 
done. 

EXPANSION  PLANS

Placed  on  Probation 

When  she  appeared  on  remand  at 
Clerkenwell,  London,  magistrates' 
court,  on  October  17,  Dorothy  Gold- 
man, 78  Barnsbury  Road,  N.l,  who 
had  admitted  obtaining  Dexedrine  tab- 
lets on  prescriptions  from  sixty-one  dif- 
ferent doctors  by  giving  false  particu- 
lars, was  put  on  probation  for  a  year 
and  warned  by  the  magistrate  to 
"  Snap  out  of  it !  "  At  the  earlier  hear- 
ing (see  C.  &  D.,  October  20,  p.  432) 
Goldman  said  she  had  been  using  the 
tablets  for  slimming.  "  I  used  to  go 
along  to  a  doctor,  tell  him  I  had  lost 
my  medical  card  and  had  just  moved 
to  the  area.  ...  I  gave  a  false  name 
for  myself  and  for  my  doctor,  and  an 
address  in  the  area." 

"  Prescription . . .  Tampered  With  " 

Said  by  the  police  to  be  suffering  from 
"  depression "  after  the  illness  of  his 
mother,  Arthur  Collins,  Clyde  Road, 
Tottenham,  was  jailed  for  a  month  by 
the  Tottenham,  London,  magistrates, 
on  October  18,  after  pleading  guilty  to 
trying  to  obtain  Benzedrine  tablets  by 
false  pretences,  and  forging  a  prescrip- 
tion. A  detective  said  that  the  defen- 
dant had  handed  in  a  prescription  for 
80  tablets  at  the  pharmacy  of  the  Lon- 
don Co-operative  Society,  Ltd.,  West 
Green  Road,  London,  N.l 5,  on  Sep- 
tember 1.  "The  assistant  noticed  that 
the  prescription  seemed  to  have  been 
tampered  with,"  said  the  detective,  "  so 
the  doctor  was  contacted.  He  said  he 
had  made  out  the  prescription  for  only 
thirty  tablets."  Collins  later  came  back 
into  the  shop  and  asked  the  chemist  if 
he  could  have  30  tablets,  as  he  had 
just  been  to  see  the  doctor,  who  had  no 
prescription  forms  left.  When  the 
police  were  called  Collins  admitted  the 
offences.  He  was  sent  to  prison  for  one 
month  on  each  charge,  the  sentences  to 
run  concurrently. 

Prescription  Arouses  Suspicion 

"  It's  quite  plain  that  she  has  got  into 
this  filthy  dope-peddling  racket  that  is 
going  on  in  Islington  "  said  the  magi- 
strate at  Old  Street,  London,  magi- 
strates' court  on  October  11,  when 
Sheila  Morgan,  unemployed  and  of  no 
fixed  address,  pleaded  guilty  to  a 
charge  of  attempting  to  obtain  fifty 
Preludin  tablets  by  false  pretences, 
with  intent  to  defraud,  from  a  chemist's 
shop  at  288  Upper  Street,  Islington,  the 
previous  day.  She  was  gaoled  for  six 
months.  A  police  officer  said  that  Miss 
Morgan  handed  in  a  doctor's  prescrip- 
tion for  50  Preludin  tablets  at  the 
pharmacy  of  Lewis  &  Harris,  288 
Upper  Street,  London,  N.l.  The  form, 
undated,  purported  to  be  made  out  by 
a  Dr.  Bennett  of  8  Tufnell  Park  Road, 
N.7.  Suspicion  was  aroused  because  of 
other  irregularities,  and  Miss  Morgan 
was  told  to  return  at  5.15  p.m.  Police 
were  informed,  and  when  Miss  Morgan 
returned  she  was  questioned  and  then 
arrested.  She  said,  "  I  did  not  make  out 
the  prescription  but  I  would  rather  not 
say  who  gave  it  to  me."  The  doctor 
had  no  knowledge  of  the  prescription. 
Miss  Morgan  denied  that  she  was 
addicted  to  the  drug,  and  stated  that 
she  was  getting  the  ta*blets  for  a  friend. 


The  police  officer  revealed  that  the 
girl  had  six  previous  convictions,  one 
for  soliciting  and  another  for  assault  on 
the  police.  Her  last  court  appearance 
had  been  at  London  Sessions  in  May 
when  she  was  placed  on  probation  for 
receiving.  Mrs.  Garlick  (London  Ses- 
sions probation  officer)  said  that  the 
girl  had  a  difficult  background.  Her 
parents  had  separated  when  she  was 
five  years  old.  "  She  has  had  consider- 
able difficulties  to  surmount,"  said  Mrs. 
Garlick.  Recalled  to  the  box,  the 
police  officer  said  in  reply  to  the  magi- 
strate that  the  doctor  had  no  know- 
ledge of  any  prescription  forms  being 
missing.  The  magistrate  :  "  That  is  one 
of  the  odd  features  of  these  cases — and 
there  have  been  many  recently.  These 
forms  have  been  stolen  from  doctors 
and  apparently  there  is  no  check." 
Speaking  from  the  dock,  Miss  Morgan 
said  she  had  pleaded  guilty  to  taking 
the  form  in  but  she  did  not  know  there 
was  anything  wrong  with  it. 

"  As  a  Warning  to  Chemists  " 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  prosecuted 
a  pharmacist  "  as  a  warning  to  chemists 
throughout  the  country  that  they  must 
not  sell  certain  habit-forming  drugs 
without  the  authority  of  a  doctor,"  Chi- 
chester magistrates  were  told  on  Octo- 
ber 16,  by  Mr.  A.  C.  Castle  (solicitor) 
when  Mr.  Douglas  Arthur  George  Car- 
less,  M.P.S.,  15  The  Grove,  Westbourne, 
Hants,  pleaded  guilty  to  selling  a  poi- 
son, glutethimide,  otherwise  than  on, 
and  in  accordance  with,  a  medical  pre- 
scription. After  hearing  the  evidence, 
the  presiding  magistrate  told  defendant: 
"  In  view  of  the  exceptional  circum- 
stances of  this  case  we  are  granting  you 
an  absolute  discharge."  Mr.  Castle  said 
defendant  was  a  respected  member  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  was  with 
considerable  regret  that  the  Society  had 
decided  to  prosecute  but  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  governing  the  sale  of  poi- 
sons placed  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
Society  a  clear  duty  to  enforce  the 
rules.  Mr.  Castle  said  the  matter  came 
to  light  because  on  the  day  after  the 
girl  obtained  supplies  of  the  drug  she 
was  taken  to  hospital  suffering  from  a 
suspected  overdose  of  the  drug,  and 
there  the  tablets  were  found  in  her 
possession.  The  tablets  were  supplied 
by  the  defendant  in  a  box  bearing  the 
name  and  address  of  the  pharmacy. 
There  was  no  reason  to  suppose  de- 
fendant had  been  selling  the  tablets  in 
vast  quantities  to  anybody  who  cared 
to  call.  The  prosecution  was  quite  pre- 
pared to  accept  that  it  was  an  isolated 
incident  and  that  the  tablets  had  been 
sold  by  defendant  in  ignorance.  Mr.  R. 
Bax,  defending,  said  the  tablets  were 
only  placed  on  the  restricted  list  dur- 
ing the  summer  of  1961  and  before  that 
had  been  available  without  prescription 
for  seven  years.  At  the  time  they  were 
placed  on  the  list,  defendant  had  been 
busily  engaged  in  redecoration  of  his 
premises  and  had  not  been  aware  of 
the  change.  He  had  no  recollection  of 
making  the  sale  to  the  girl  but  did  not 
dispute  that  he  had  done  so.  Mr.  Bax 
added  that  if  the  sale  had  been  made 
from  new  stock  he  would  have  known 
the  tablets  were  on  the  restricted  list, 
because  of  the  instructions  placed  on 
the  box  by  the  manufacturers.  Mr.  Car- 
less  was  ordered  to  pay  £5  5s.  costs.

It  is  an- 
ticipated that  the  transfer  will  take 
place  on  January  1,  1963.  The  Lilly 
group  have  eighteen  affiliated  compan- 
ies in  various  parts  of  the  world.  In 
Europe  the  group  have  plants  in  West 
Germany  and  Italy.  For  the  Distillers 
group  as  a  whole,  the  biochemical  in- 
terests represented  something  rather  less 
than  5  per  cent,  of  their  turnover  of 
£226  millions  for  the  year  ended  March 
31.  About  88  per  cent,  of  the  business  is 
on  the  spirits  side.  The  balance  is 
largely  in  chemicals  and  plastics.

A  COMPANY  TRANSFERS  TO  SUSSEX 

Two-story  building  at  Haywards  Heath 


AFTER  nearly  five  years  in  shared 
premises  at  37  Bedford  Row,  London, 
W.C.I,  F.B.A.  Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd., 
have  moved  into  a  new  two-story  block 
at  Haywards  Heath,  Sussex.  The  build- 
ing was  formally  opened  on  October 
15  by  Mrs.  Evelyn  Emmet,  M.P.,  in 
the  presence  of  Mr.  V.  Cavendish-Ben- 
tinck  (chairman)  and  Mr.  H.  Wilmes 
(director  representing  the  parent  com- 
pany, Farbenfabriken  Bayer  A.G., 
Leverkusen,  W.  Germany).  The  guests, 
including  a  number  of  local  doctors 
and  pharmacists,  were  shown  around 
the  building  by  the  company's  techni- 
cal and  sales  staff,  then  entertained  at 
a  reception  in  the  main  warehouse. 

The  premises  occupy  about  11,000 
sq.  ft.  of  floor  spacer  They  have  been 
planned  to  allow  for  expansion,  and 
for  eventual  erection  of  a  pilot  phar- 
maceutical processing  plant.     For  the 


present,  however,  the  majority  of 
F.B.A.  products  will  continue  to  be 
made  and  packed  in  Germany. 

The  warehouse  consists  of  a  bulk 
store  able  to  hold  about  six  months' 
supply  of  goods,  a  day  store  in  which 
daily  requirements  are  kept,  and  a  dis- 
patch store  where  customers'  orders 
are  assembled  and  packed.  All  orders 
are  completed  and  sent  out  the  same 
day  as  they  are  received.

The  Bedford  Row  premises  will  now 
be  taken  over  completely  by  Baywood 
Chemicals,  Ltd.,  who  are  the  U.K.  dis- 
tributors of  Farbenfabriken  Bayer's 
veterinary  and  horticultural  prepara- 
tions.

Double  Anniversary. — A  joint  recep- 
tion to  celebrate  the  diamond  anniver- 
sary of  the  passing  of  the  Midwives 
Act,  1902,  and  a  year's  publishing  of 
Nurse  was  held  in  the  Royal  College  of 
Midwives,  London,  on  October  22.  Mr. 
W.  J.  Lloyd  (chairman  of  William  R. 
Warner  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  publishers  of 
Nurse),  who  presided,  paid  tribute  to 
the  high  training  standards  maintained 
by  the  Royal  College.  [The  first  Mid- 
wives'  Bill  was  introduced  into  the 
House  of  Commons  in  1890.  It  was 
bitterly  opposed  and  only  reached  the 
report  stage.  A  further  seven  bills  intro- 
duced between  1891  and  1900  were  un- 
successful, but  in  1902  Lord  Cecil  Man- 
ners introduced  the  Bill  that  became  the 
first  Midwives  Act,  which  made  it  an 
offence  for  any  uncertified  woman  to 
use  the  title  of  midwife,  and  laid  down 
that,  from  1910,  no  woman  could  prac- 
tise midwifery  as  an  independent  prac- 
titioner unless  she  was  certified  under 
the  Act.  The  Act  also  provided  for  the 
setting  up  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board.]  Nurse  was  much  younger. 
It  had  recently  won  first  prize  in 
its  class  in  the  annual  awards  of  the 
British  Direct  Mail  Advertising  Asso- 
ciation's annual  awards.  To  commemor- 
ate the  occasion  Mr.  Lloyd  presented 
Miss  Ferlie  (president  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Midwives)  with  a  Spode 
bowl,  first  designed  and  made  in  the 
year  1902. 
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ENFIELD 
President's  Night 

A  recent  innovation  of  the  Enfield 
Chemists'  Association  was  its  first  presi- 
dent's night.

READING 

Discussion  on  "  the  Report  " 

The  first  meeting  of  the  season  of  the 
Reading  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  held  on  September  25, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  N. 
Williams,  who  welcomed  members  and 
gave  an  account  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference  at  Liverpool. 
The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  a  pre- 
liminary discussion  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  General  Practice  of 
Pharmacy.  Mr.  P.  M.  Worling  gave 
a  summary  of  the  contents  of  the  report 
and  he  pointed  out  its  importance  to 
members.  They  should  take  the  oppor- 
tunity of  making  their  opinions  heard 
so  that  the  future  course  which  the  pro- 
fession took  would  be  in  the  direction 
they  wanted,  he  said.  It  was  the  opportu- 
nity to  show  whether  the  Society's  Coun- 
cil, which  had  been  working  towards 
increased  professionalism,  had  the  confi- 
dence of  members  or  whether  in  fact 
members  would  in  future  choose  the 
paths  of  increased  commercialism.  Mrs. 
Williams  said  it  was  essential  that  the 
Council  should  receive  a  report  from 
each  branch,  otherwise  the  matter 
would  stagnate.  Mr.  Hughes  believed 
that  pharmacists  would  prefer  profes- 
sionalism if  it  could  be  made  economic- 
ally possible.  He  gave  details  of  phar- 
macy in  Germany  and  suggested  that 
not  only  was  the  profession  there  held 
in  higher  esteem  but  that  German  phar- 
macists appeared  to  have  a  higher  stan- 
dard of  living.  Mr.  Jansen  felt  that  a 
greater  sense  of  professional  unity 
would  be  of  great  help.  It  was  finally 
agreed  to  call  a  regional  conference  and 
to  invite  neighbouring  branches  to  dis- 
cuss the  report  fully. 

COLCHESTER 

Atomic  Power  Station  Visit 

Twenty-seven  members  and  friends  of 
the  Colchester  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  recently  visited  the  Cen- 
tral Electricity  Generating  Board's 
atomic  power  station  at  Bradwell-on- 
Sea.

LIVERPOOL 

Raising  the  Status 

'.'  We  must  strive  for  the  limitation  of 
pharmacies,"  said  Mr.  A.  L.  Saul  (pre- 
sident of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation and  chairman  of  the  local 
branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society) 
during  an  address  to  members  on  Octo- 
ber 11.  Newly  qualified  pharmacists 
entering  retail  pharmacy  should  be  en- 
gaged as  assistants  for  two  or  three 
years  and  then,  after  having  proved 
their  worth,  be  given  the  opportunity 
of  a  partnership  or  directorship.  The 
next  step  should  be  to  see  that  phar- 
macists were  the  only  people  allowed 


to  sell  drugs  and  medicaments.  If  that 
position  could  be  brought  about  the 
status  of  pharmacy  would  rise.  "  I 
plead  with  everyone  in  pharmacy  for 
unity  throughout  the  profession,"  said 
the  speaker.  In  the  ensuing  discussion 
Mr.  E.  A.  Briggs  said  limitation  ought 
to  be  applied  in  relation  to  population. 
On  the  question  of  employee  pharma- 
cists being  given  an  interest  in  the  busi- 
ness, he  said  that  a  man  might  have  a 
good  business  requiring  two  or  three 
pharmacists  to  run  it,  and  on  which  he 
might  have  spent  a  considerable  sum. 
He  should  be  entitled  to  a  return  for 
that  outlay.  Mr.  Briggs  did  not  agree 
that  the  qualified  employee  should  be 
made  a  director  or  partner  merely  be- 
cause he  was  a  pharmacist.  Mr.  H.  W. 
Cottle  :  "  My  experience  is  that  the 
proprietor  pharmacists  are  in  favour  of 
limitation  of  pharmacies  and  employee 
pharmacists  are  against  it."  Mr.  M.  A. 
Cooper  considered  limitation  or  semi- 
limitation  on  the  continental  system 
would  be  asking  for  nationalisation.  Re- 
plying to  an  accusation  that  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Society  lacked  in  its  action 
on  resolutions  passed  at  branch  repre- 
sentative meetings,  Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram 
said  all  resolutions  were  carefully  con- 
sidered by  the  Council  and  were 
referred  to  the  appropriate  com- 
mittees for  report.  Often  the  Council 
was  saddled  with  resolutions  about 
which  they  could  do  nothing,  yet  such 
resolutions  were  nevertheless  con- 
sidered. 

NORTH  STAFFORDSHIRE 
First  Lady  Chairman 

North  Staffordshire  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  held  a  compli- 
mentary dinner  to  welcome  their  first 
lady  chairman  (Miss  S.  B.  Fleet)  on 
October  4.  Mr.  J.  R.  Watkis  (vice- 
chairman)  presided,  supported  by 
seventy-seven  members.  Proposing  the 
toast  to  Miss  Fleet,  Mr.  Watkis  said 
that  the  Branch  had  always  given 
vigorous  support  to  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  and  made  sustained  contri- 
butions in  ideas,  progressive  thought 
and  office  (the  Potteries  had  provided  a 
president  in  the  late  Mr.  H.  C.  Shaw). 
What  had  been  accomplished  in  the 
past  was  largely  due  to  the  unflagging 
efforts  of  the  ladies.  As  a  hospital 
pharmacist  Miss  Fleet  was  probably 
closer  to  human  suffering  than  many 
pharmacists  and  had  a  deep  interest  in 
the  alleviation  of  such  suffering  not  only 
within  her  work,  but  as  a  member  of  the 
Red  Cross — of  which,  too,  Miss  M.  A. 
Burr  [president,  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
who  was  also  present]  was  a  comman- 
dant. Miss  Fleet  in  her  reply  said  she 
had  never  regretted  her  choice  of  career 
as  a  hospital  pharmacist.  Her  evening 
was  made  complete  by  the  presence  of 
Miss  Burr,  who  had  that  day  attended 
the  "  Women  of  the  Year "  luncheon 
in  London.  Mr.  C.  E.  Turner,  propos- 
ing a  toast  to  Miss  Burr,  referred  to 
her  previous  visit  in  February,  when 
she  had  shown  great  interest  in  the 
proposed  North  Staffordshire  Medical 
Institute.  He  said  the  Branch  mem- 
bers had  made  a  formal  application  to 
become  associate  members  of  the  Insti- 
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tute.  The  branch  was  organising  a 
special  Spring  Fair  in  1963  for  the 
building  fund.  As  one  of  the  char- 
tered objects  of  the  branch  was  to  pro- 
mote friendly  relations  and  co-opera- 
tion between  members  of  the  Society 
and  members  of  the  medical  and  allied 
professions,  he  hoped  that  the  negotia- 
tions now  under  way  would  be  brought 
to  a  successful  conclusion.  Replying, 
Miss  Burr  emphasised  the  necessity  for 
close  co-operation  between  the  mem- 
bers of  the  British  Medical  Association 
and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  all 
levels.  Presentations  of  Wedgwood 
pottery  were  made  to  Miss  Fleet  and 
Miss  Burr  by  Mr.  Watkis. 

COVENTRY  N.P.U. 
Negotiations  For  Remuneration 

Mr.  A.  Howells  (immediate  past 
chairman.  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  Executive  and  a  member  of  the 
Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors) 
Committee)  was  the  guest  of  the 
Coventry   branch    of   the   N.P.U.  on 


October  3.  He  was  introduced  by  the 
local  chairman  (Mr.  H.  Carswell).  Mr. 
Howells  assured  his  audience  that  he 
was  as  determined  as  ever  to  fight  for 
reasonable  remuneration  for  the  work 
performed  by  the  pharmacist  in  the 
National  Health  Service.  Referring  to 
the  Joint  Industrial  Council  scale  of 
wages,  he  emphasised  that  those  rates 
were  minima  and  were  not  used  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  to  assess  the  terms 
of  service.  "  No  one  could  have 
foreseen  the  use  that  would  one  day 
be  made  of  them  in  the  Industrial 
Court.  I  am  quite  sure  the  Guild  of 
Public  Pharmacists  had  no  idea  such  a 
thing  was  likely  to  happen."  Certain 
proposals  were  in  hand  to  make  the 
J. I.C.  scale  more  realistic.  It  was  wrong 
that  40  per  cent,  of  the  pharmacist's 
turnover  took  up  nearly  100  per  cent, 
of  his  time.  "  Why  should  we  be 
obliged  to  subsidise  the  nation  in  this 
way?"  Until  the  results  of  the  Indus- 
trial Consultants'  inquiry  were  known, 
N.P.U.  members  should  continue  to 
express  their  views  in  the  branches  and 


the  pharmaceutical  Press.  Mr.  Howells 
said  it  was  difficult  for  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  take 
over  N.H.S.  negotiations.  The  recent 
referendum  had  shown  that  members 
wished  the  present  arrangements  toj 
continue.  The  Society  had  a  part  to 
play,  particularly  on  the  professional! 
side,  but  how  could  future  Council 
members,  who  may  have  had  no  busi- 
ness experience,  negotiate  profitable 
terms  on  a  commercial  basis?  He 
looked  forward  to  the  day  when  the 
employee  pharmacist  had  an  organisa- 
tion he  could  not  afford  not  to  belong 
to.  During  question  time  the  referen- 
dum came  in  for  severe  criticism.  Mr. 
B.  H.  Green  thought  it  impossible  to 
continue  for  another  winter  on  121  per 
cent,  on-cost.  The  meeting  had  been 
opened  by  Mr.  E.  Creedy.  who  traced 
events  from  the  Coventry  resolution  of 
November  1961.  up  to  the  present  day. 
He  criticised  certain  aspects  of  N.P.U. 
policy  and  the  many  "  misleading " 
letters  that  had  appeared  in  the  phar- 
maceutical Press.

Sir— Mr.  J.  T.  Marriott  (C.  &  D., 
October  20,  p.  438)  may  rest  assured 
that  continental  pharmacy  is  not  "  a 
profession  little  below  those  of  law  and 
medicine,"  but  keeps  her  proper  place 
on  an  equal  footing  with  all  the  other 
learned,  academic  professions.  In  the 
public  services  and  in  the  armies,  phar- 
macists are  graded  in  the  highest  cate- 
gories provided  for  persons  of  univer- 
sity standards.  So  far  as  Austria, 
Germany  and  Switzerland  are  con- 
cerned pharmacists  are  army  officers, 
and  have  kept  their  status  through  con- 
stitutional changes  over  many  decades. 
Since  the  integration  of  the  pharmaceu- 
tical service  with  the  Imperial  Austrian 
Army  in  1794,  pharmacists  have  held 
commissioned  rank.  That  position  did 
not  change  when  Austria  became  a  Re- 
public in  1918,  and  the  much  smaller 
Federal  Army  ("  Osterreichisches  Bun- 
desheer ")  succeeded  the  armed  forces 
of  the  old  Austro-Hungarian  Mon- 
archy. Now,  after  the  restoration  of 
Austria's  sovereignty  in  1955,  pharma- 
cists find  in  the  Federal  Army  of  the 
second  Austrian  Republic  their  due 
place  as  "  officers  of  the  army's  medical 
services "  jointly  with  Army  doctors 
and  veterinary  surgeons,  and  are  de- 
scribed, in  analogy  with  those,  as  (full-) 
lieutenants  up  to  colonels.  On  other 
points  Mr.  Marriott  seems  to  me  to  be 
perfectly  right,  and  it  is  never  too  late 
to  remedy  shortcomings  of  the  past  in- 
stead of  pretending  that  all  is  well  and 
even  "  the  best  in  the  world."

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Europeanising  British  Pharmacy 

With  a  few  notable  exceptions,  pharmacists  in  Britain 
have  given  all  too  little  attention,  so  far,  to  the  prob- 
lems that  will  arise  if  or  when  Britain  enters  the  Euro- 
pean Economic  Community.  The  matter  has  a  double 
urgency  because,  if  critics  of  the  Government  are  to  be 
believed,  the  intention  is  to  face  the  electorate  with  a 
fait  accompli  at  the  next  General  Election  and  because, 
under  the  Treaty  of  Rome,  "  harmonisation  "  of  con- 
ditions in  member  countries  would  have  to  be  complete 
by  1967. 

On  October  18  a  large  audience  (see  p.  456) — a  repre- 
sentative cross-section  of  pharmacy — went  some  way  to- 
wards making  up  for  lost  time,  but  most  of  them  must 
have  come  away  realising  that  settling  the  pharmaceuti- 
cal differences  between  present  member  States,  acute 
though  some  of  them  are,  is  child's  play  compared  with 
reconciling  the  settlement  principles  (which  have  been 
formulated)  with  current  conditions  of  practice  in  British 
pharmacy.  For  example,  in  three  of  the  countries  the 
right  to  open  a  pharmacy  is  limited  on  an  area /popula- 
tion basis  and  in  the  remainder  it  is  free,  but  broadly 
in  all  (with  the  partial  exception  of  Belgium)  ownership 
is  restricted  to  pharmacists.  In  Britain  uncontrolled 
opening  exists  side- by-side  with  third-party  ownership 
and  branches  of  pharmacist-owned  businesses. 

A  memorandum  is  understood  to  have  made  it  c'ear 
to  the  Government  that  British  pharmacists  would 
prefer  to  be  "  harmonised  "  to  the  European  system  of 
limited  right  of  opening  rather  than  vice  versa,  but  the 
question  has  no  more  been  voted  for  by  a  pharmaceuti- 
cal electorate  than  entry  into  the  Common  Market  has 
been  voted  upon  by  the  national  electorate,  and  it  is 
certain  that  many  British  pharmacists,  including  the 
large  multiples,  would  put  up  a  resistance  against  being 
wiped  out  in  the  pursuit  of  European  "  harmony."  No 
doubt  their  problems  are  minor  compared  with  those  of 
the  nation  as  a  whole,  and  they  will  have  to  conform  if 
enough  pressure  is  applied  from  above,  but  surely  it 
would  be  best  for  the  profession  to  discuss,  argue  over 
and  vote  upon  its  own  problems  beforehand  rather 
than  be  steam-rollered  into  frustrating  situations  at  a 
late  stage.  And,  in  saying  that,  we  mean  best  for  the 
country  as  well  as  best  for  pharmacy.  The  meeting 
addressed  by  Dr.  Werner  Klie,  valuable  as  it  was,  was 
in  fact  only  an  introduction  to  one  or  two  of  the  fringe 
problems.  It  did  not  purport  to  provide  all  the  answers, 
still  less  suggest  a  ready-made  basis  on  which,  if  called 


upon  to  do  so,  British  pharmacy  could  associate  with  its 
sister  professions  in  E.E.C.  countries  in  accordance  with 
the  principles  laid  down  in  the  Treaty  of  Rome. 

A  Warning  About  Perfume  Titles 

In  an  official  memorandum,  the  Toilet  Preparations 
Federation,  Ltd.,  has  warned  its  members  "  of  the 
possible  inherent  dangers  in  using  trade  descriptions 
such  as  Welsh  jasmine,  Dover  rose  and  Irish  violets  on 
their  products  unless  satisfied  that  the  term  actually  used 
has  become  generic.  It  is  felt  that  a  geographical  loca- 
tion linked  with  a  flower  name  would  imply  to  the 
average  consumer  that  the  flower  was  grown  and  the 
perfume  produced  locally."  Such  trade  descriptions 
would,  the  Federation  points  out,  probably  make  the 
vendor  vulnerable  to  prosecution  under  the  Merchandise 
Marks  Act.  It  is  stressed  that  the  final  arbiter  in  the 
matter  is  a  court  of  law,  and  the  official  memorandum 
merely  expresses  the  opinion  of  the  chairman  and  sec- 
retary of  the  Federation.  In  those  cases  where  such  a 
flower  as  jasmine  is  used,  it  might  be  a  good  defence, 
suggests  the  memorandum,  to  plead,  in  the  event  of 
the  perfume's  being  made  largely  from  synthetics,  that 
the  same  chemical  compounds  were  in  fact  found  in  the 
flower.  In  the  event  of  a  small  quantity  of  jasmine 
absolute  being  used  with  synthetics  not  found  in  the 
flower,  the  court's  decision  would  be  influenced,  it  is 
felt,  by  the  weight  of  technical  evidence  and  the  way  in 
which  it  was  presented.  So  far  there  have  been  no  court 
rulings  on  whether  or  not  the  trade  description  refers 
to  the  odour  of  the  perfume  or  the  actual  contents. 
Those  who  market  perfumes  under  coined  names  are 
not  likely  to  experience  any  difficulty,  but  the  Federation 
anticipates  that,  possibly  prompted  by  the  Molony 
Committee  on  Consumer  Protection,  there  may  well  be 
more  prosecutions  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act 
than  in  the  past  and  that  some  of  them  might  be  initia- 
ted by  local  authorities.  The  memorandum,  which  is 
published  in  space  made  available  to  the  Federation  in 
Soap,  Perfumery  and  Cosmetics,  is  an  opportune  re- 
minder of  the  broad  scope  of  application  of  the  Mer- 
chandise Marks  Act.  The  warning  should  be  heeded  not 
only  by  Federation  members  but  by  any  who  sell 
products  of  which  the  trade  description  is  suspect. 

Onward  from  Galen 

"  When  a  patient  needs  two  or  more  powerful  drugs  at  the 
same  time,  it  is  sound  practice  to  administer  them  sep- 
arately "'  was  the  view  expressed  in  a  Lancet  leading  article 
on  October  20.  The  writer  went  on  to  point  out  that  the 
combined  effects  of  drugs  were  often  unpredictable  and 
could  be  unpleasant.  In  the  absence  of  complete  experi- 
mental information  on  drug  interactions,  "  we  should  show 
more  respect  for  our  ignorance  of  the  effects  of  drugs  in 
combination."  The  article  concludes  that  the  risk  of  harmful 
effects  from  drugs  given  concurrently  is  a  further  argument 
against  polypharmacy,  and  warns  that  prescribers  "  should 
certainly  not  share  the  enthusiasm  for  combined  preparations 
still  shown  by  many  drug  firms — an  enthusiasm  which  often 
goes  far  beyond  the  sparse  pharmacological  data  available 
on  such  combinations."  That  plea  will  be  reinforced  by 
many  pharmacists  as  they  look  around  their  dispensary 
shelves  and  note  the  varied  combinations  and  permutations 
of  similar  drugs  that  have  had  their  vogue  and  are  no  longer 
in  demand.  In  many  ways  the  Lancet  plea,  if  adopted,  might 
lead  to  a  more  efficient  use  of  the  therapeutic  agents  that  are 
now  available,  though  it  would  be  going  too  far  to  allege 
that  all  combinations  of  powerful  drugs  should  be  outlawed.

BRITISH  PHARMACY'S  STORY 


History  of  Pharmacy  in  Britain 

Leslie  G.  Matthews.  E.  &  S.  Livingstone,  Ltd.,  48 
Bloomsbury  Street,  London,  W.C.I.  8i  x  51  in.  Pp.  427. 
45s. 

THOUGH  not  so  well  provided  for  as  medicine,  phar- 
macy has  not  been  without  her  historians.  One  thinks 
of  an  excellent  little  publication  by  James  Grier  which 
was  (and  is)  of  the  first  importance.  One  also  thinks  with 
gratitude  of  the  many  and  varied  contributions  which  have 
made  the  Annual  Special  Issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist a  veritable  treasure  trove  of  historical  information, 
much  of  which  was  the  result  of  genuine  research  involving 
the  study  of  original  documents.  What  finally  appeared 
in  a  page  or  two  was  only  the  concentrated  extract  of  deep 
and  long  study  of  some  material  which  had  first  aroused 
the  interest  and,  finally,  fired  the  enthusiasm  of  the  seeker 
after  truth.  Naturally,  while  first-class  material  and  the  de- 
light of  the  connoisseur,  they  to  some  extent  lacked  a  sense 
of  direction,  but  in  that  lay  their  particular  charm. 

Among  the  contributors  to  that  feast  of  the  epicure  may 
be  found  the  name  of  Leslie  G.  Matthews,  and  none  is 
better  fitted  to  gather  from  the  storehouse  of  the  literature, 
to  be  found  in  many  journals  and  papers,  articles  and  books, 
the  material  for  as  comprehensive  a  study  of  pharmacy  as 
one  could  wish  for,  to  link  it  all  together  and  to  add  to  the 
dish  garnishings  which  are  peculiarly  his  own. 

To  many,  pharmaceutical  history  dates  only  from  1841, 
when  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  founded.  In  fact,  the 
art  of  the  apothecary  is  lost  in  the  mists  of  time.  It  has 
been  known  and  practised  in  our  own  country  since  before 
the  time  of  the  Romans,  as  the  author  records.  But  the  true 
historian  knows  that  history  is  always  in  the  making,  and 
so  Mr.  Matthews  records  also  the  National  Health  Service 
Acts  of  1948  in  which  year  the  pharmacists  of  our  land 
achieved  a  major  advance  in  the  recognition  accorded  to 
their  education,  their  training  and  their  sense  of  responsi- 
bility— regarding  that  step  forward  from  a  professional 
rather  than  a  material  standpoint. 

The  Author  at  His  Happiest 

No  picture  of  pharmacy  would  be  accurate  if  it  did  not 
take  careful  account  of  the  early  gropings  of  our  ancestors, 
and  it  is  perhaps  in  his  well  documented  account  of  the 
early  centuries  that  Mr.  Matthews  is  at  his  happiest.  That  is 
not  in  any  way  intended  to  be  taken  as  criticism  of  other 
sections  of  the  work,  but  it  will  be  realised  that  there  is  more 
scope  for  the  romantic  pen  in  an  account  of  the  Grete 
Herbal  of  1526  than,  for  example,  in  the  House  of  Lords 
decision  in  1880  in  the  case  of  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
v.  The  London  and  Provincial  Supply  Association.  Both 
are,  nevertheless,  landmarks  in  our  development,  and  both 
find  a  rightful  place  in  any  volume  which  purports  to  be  a 
history  of  pharmacy  in  Britain. 

The  most  comprehensive  and  fascinating  early  history 
traces  the  development  of  the  early  apothecaries,  from  the 
time  of  their  role  as  part  of  the  Grocers'  Company  to  their 
emancipation  as  a  Society  in  1617.  Their  standing  was  much 
enhanced  by  their  unsparing  devotion  to  duty  in  London 
during  the  Great  Plague,  when,  it  had  been  alleged,  the 
physicians  left  the  city.  The  author  states  that  it  is  not  pos- 
sible to  assert  the  truth  of  that  statement,  in  degree  at  least, 
though  he  quotes  from  an  entry  in  St.  Bartholomew's  Hos- 
pital Journal  which  lends  support  to  that  belief.  It  seems 
a  reasonable  assumption,  and  it  is  known  that  the  great 
Sydenham  was  one  who  left  London  at  the  time.  In  all 
fairness,  it  must  be  remembered  that  only  the  wealthy  could 
afford  the  services  of  the  physician,  and  the  wealthy  were 
in  a  position  to  leave  the  plague  centre  and  seek  safer  pas- 
tures. That  left  the  physician  with  the  alternative  of  follow- 
ing his  patients  or  throwing  himself  into  the  battle  along- 
side the  apothecary,  whose  field  was  among  the  poor  in 
the  stricken  areas.  Economic  pressure  may  have  been  the 
deciding  factor  for  many,  for  the  residential  areas  in  which 
they  practised  ceased  to  have  residents. 

So  the  fascinating  chronicle  proceeds  to  that  historic 
moment  in  1841  when  William  Allen,  seconded  by  Jacob 
Bell,  moved  the  resolution  which  decided  our  future. 

But  the  author  ranges  over  a  much  wider  field  than  can 
be  covered  in  a  brief  review — from  the  growth  and  develop- 


ment of  pharmaceutical  education;  the  story  of  the  early 
herbals  with  their  blossoming  into  pharmacopoeias  of  the 
three  home  countries,  to  be  succeeded  by  the  first  British 
Pharmacopoeia  almost  a  century  ago;  to  the  enterprise  and 
skill  of  the  more  advanced  pharmacists  of  their  day  who 
found  that  they  could,  with  the  coming  of  machinery,  supplyl 
the  needs  of  others,  thus  setting  the  stage  for  large-scale 
manufacture.  A  very  good  account  is  given  of  such  men, 
who  were  the  pioneers  of  firms  which  hold  a  place  today 
that  was  never  dreamt  of  by  their  founders. 

A  particularly  fascinating  section  is  devoted  to  the  phar- 
macy itself  and  its  equipment,  and  again  there  is  scope, 
fully  exploited,  to  deal  with  a  romantic  subject  in  a  roman- 
tic way.  "About  the  year  1700,  shops  were  constructed  to 
project  more  and  more  over  the  footway  and  soon  we  had 
the  elegant  rounded  shop-fronts  with  their  recessed  door- 
ways that  are  still  to  be  seen  in  the  older  cities  and  towns 
where  graciousness  survives  and  the  need  for  the  modern 
style  has  not  become  acute."  The  chapter  from  which  that 
quotation  is  taken  deals  with  the  development  of  trade 
signs  in  general  and  pharmaceutical  signs  in  particular — the 
pestle  and  mortar  and  the  carboy  surviving  where  the  stuffed 
crocodile  had  long  vanished.  The  gradual  disappearance  of 
such  identification  of  trades  and  professions  has  been  accel- 
erated in  recent  years,  though  your  reviewer  was  pleasantly 
surprised  to  come  across  a  recently  repainted,  regilded  and 
resplendent  midshipman  finding  his  position  from  the  stars 
in  a  busy  street  in  a  busy  seaport  the  other  day.  It  would 
not  have  occasioned  much  surprise  if  Captain  Cuttle  and 
Sol  Gills  had  emerged  together  from  the  dark  interior. 

Every  field  of  pharmacy  has  been  examined,  and  it  is  no 
fault  of  the  author  if  what  is  taking  place  today  appears  to 
lack  the  romantic  appeal  of  the  earlier  days.  It  will  be  for 
the  historian  of  future  generations  to  find  in  us  and  our 
present-day  behaviour  a  colourful  and  fascinating  study. 

The  work  is  beautifully  illustrated,  and  the  student  of  his- 
tory is  provided  with  ample  references  if  he  desires  to  pur- 
sue any  particular  subject.  But  this  is  not  a  volume  for  the 
historian  alone.  A  knowledge  of  pharmacy's  birth  and  de- 
velopment are  essential  to  an  understanding  of  our  present 
place  in  society,  and  that  concerns  all  of  us.  Mr.  Matthews 
has  brough  to  his  task  the  ability,  the  knowledge  and  the 
enthusiasm  which  are  his  sterling  qualities,  and  we  should 
be  grateful. 

A    PHARMACIST'S  ANTHOLOGY 

THE  VIRTUES  OF  TALLOW 

From  "  Cotswold  Lad  "  by  Sid  Knight 
We  had  our  own  remedies  handed  down  from  times  long 
past,  when  there  were  no  chemists'  shops  tricked  out  with 
all  the  hocus-pocus,  jiggery-pokery,  balderdash,  and  bun- 
kum of  modern  advertising,  tiddling  the  coins  out  of  the 
pockets  of  the  poor  deluded  dupes  of  today.  One  of  our 
great  stand-bys,  in  which  my  parents  had  great  faith,  was 
the  old-fashioned  strong-smelling  tallow  candle.  These  can- 
dles were  made  solely  for  medicinal  purposes  from  Russian 
tallow,  a  white  tallow  rendered  down  by  the  tallow-chand- 
ler from  the  white  fat  of  sheep  and  goats.    A  thick  wick 
was  dipped  in  the  melted  tallow,  then  allowed  to  dry  until 
it  set  firm  and  hard.    They  were  stocked  by  a  few  old 
grocery  warehousemen  for  their  few  customers  who  under- 
stood their  virtues.  Naturally,  the  newfangled  "  company 
shops,"  being  more  intent  on  cash  dividends  than  health 
dividends,  could  not  be  bothered  with  them.  ...  I  have 
memories  of  Dad  bending  over  me,  as  I  was  rudely 
wakened  from  sleep,  to  be  met  with,  "Open  thee  craw." 
As  I  lay  watching  him,  with  frightened  looks  at  the  thought 
of  this  dire  fate,  he  would  hold  the  tallow  candle  over 
the  flame  of  the  ordinary  candle  in  the  candlestick,  and 
when  melted  he  dropped  this  elixir  of  life  on  my  cringing 
chest,  rubbing  away  vigorously  with  his  hard  hand  the 
while.  Sometimes  the  tallow  fat  was  too  hot,  and  I  let  out 
such  a  shriek  when  it  was  dropped  on  my  chest  or  throat, 
that  it  brought  mother  to  the  foot  of  the  stairs  with  a 
warning  cry :  "  Be  careful  with  that  boy  now,  Arthur,  don't 
be  impatient."  Dad  snorted  back,  "  Impatient,  who's  doing 
the  job,  you  or  me?  "  as  another  dollop  of  burning  fat 
dropped  just  where  it  was  wanted.  Marvellous  stuff,  you 
could  feel  it  loosening  the  old  bronchials.

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 


MR.  D.  J.  Kennelly  was  unanimously  elected  Presi- 
dent, Mr.  J.  J.  O'Regan  Vice-president  and  Mr. 
M.  L.  Cashman  as  Treasurer  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  in  Dublin 
on  October  9,  as  already  announced  (C.  &  D.,  October  13, 
p.  402). 

Mr.  F.  Loughman,  the  outgoing  president,  said  that  during 
his  presidential  term  he  had  met  with  the  utmost  co-opera- 
tion from  members,  and  his  term  had  been  a  happy  one. 
Mr.  Loughman  said  it  was  with  extreme  regret  that  he  was 
not  proposing  the  outgoing  vice-president  (Mr.  T.  B.  O'Sul- 
livan)  as  his  successor,  but  Mr.  O'Sullivan  had  declined  for 
health  reasons.  He  would  continue,  however,  as  a  member 
of  Council. 

Nominating  Mr.  Kennelly,  the  outgoing  president  said 
it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  secure  a  candidate  with 
more  deserving  qualifications.  He  had  been  one  of  the  most 
hard-working  members  on  the  Council  and  on  various  sub- 
committees. As  chairman  of  Pharmacy  Week  Committee, 
Mr.  Loughman  thought  that  "  nobody  else  would  have 
been  able  to  fill  the  position  in  the  way  he  has  .  .  .  we  were 
all  very  proud  of  his  paper  at  last  night's  symposium  "  (see 
C.  &  D.,  October  20,  p.  444). 

Seconding,  Mr.  O'Sullivan  said  it  was  impossible  to 
assess  all  Mr.  Kennelly  had  done  for  the  Council  since 
becoming  a  member  ten  years  ago.  The  paper  which  he  had 
read  at  the  symposium  was  "  a  brilliant  one,"  and  he  wished 
him  every  success  in  office. 

The  New  President  Replies 

Replying,  Mr.  Kennelly  said  he  regarded  his  election  as 
a  high  honour  and  he  was  conscious  of  the  responsibility  it 
involved.  "  I  will,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  carry  out  my 
duties,  but  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  I  know  I  will  have 
the  assistance  and  advice  of  every  member  I  would  not 
have  accepted  the  office."  The  standard  set  in  the  past  had 
been  high,  and  he  was  conscious  of  the  work  that  Mr. 
Loughman  had  accomplished.  In  a  tribute  to  Mr.  O'Sullivan, 
he  said  Mr.  O'Sullivan  had  given  loyal  and  honourable  ser- 
vice to  the  Council,  and  he  regretted  he  had  been  unable 
to  take  the  chair. 

Proposing  Mr.  O'Regan  as  vice-president,  Mr.  Kennelly 
said  he  had  considerable  experience  as  a  member  of  various 
committees  and  he  would  be  glad  to  have  his  assistance  and 
advice. 

Mr.  C.  Cremen,  seconded, 

Mr.  Cashman  was  elected  honorary  treasurer  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  V.  G.  McElwee,  seconded  by  Miss  L. 
Cunniffe.  Mr.  Cashman,  having  returned  thanks,  proposed 
the  reappointment  of  Messrs.  Griffin  &  Co.  as  auditors. 
Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill  seconded.  The  following  members  were 
appointed  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee: — Messrs. 
F.  Loughman,  T.  B.  O'Sullivan,  V.  G.  McElwee,  M.  F. 
Broderick,  T.  R.  Miller  and  H.  P.  Corrigan. 

Messrs.  Cremen,  Semple  and  O'Sullivan  were  elected  to 
the  Certificates  and  Declarations  Committee,  and  it  was 
agreed  that  the  available  Council  members  should  consti- 
tute the  House,  Schools  and  Law  Committees. 

At  the  outset  of  the  meetings  apologies  for  inability  to 
attend  were  received  from  Messrs.  Robinson,  Brady  and 
Broderick.  Mr.  Robinson  was  granted  leave  of  absence  from 
the  November  and  December  Council  meetings. 

Regret  was  expressed  when  Mr.  Loughman  announced 
that  a  letter  had  been  received  from  Mr.  K.  Banks  advising 
that  he  could  no  longer  remain  a  Council  member.  Mr. 
Loughman  said  a  successor  would  be  appointed  at  the  next 
meeting. 

After  the  registrar  (Mr.  J.  D.  Coleman)  had  reported  that 
Mr.  R.  J.  Power,  Dr.  R.  F.  Timoney  and  himself  had  ap- 


peared on  a  television  programme  to  answer  questions  on 
pharmaceutical  matters  (see  C.  &  D.,  September  29,  p.  350), 
Mr.  Kennelly  congratulated  the  team  on  the  "  remarkable 
clarity  and  tact  "  with  which  they  had  answered  the  ques- 
tions. 

Mr.  Power  thought  Mr.  Coleman  was  deserving  of 
special  congratulation  as  he  had  got  the  most  difficult  ques- 
tions. After  the  programme  had  concluded  the  interviewer 
had  expressed  amazement  that  pharmacists'  profits  on  aver- 
age were  28  per  cent.  That  aspect,  put  across  so  skilfully 
by  Mr.  Coleman,  was  the  kernel  of  the  interview. 

The  Registrar  stated  in  reply  to  a  question  from  Mr. 
M.  Power  that  unless  married  lady  pharmacists  submitted 
marriage  certificates  and  applied  to  have  their  names 
changed  on  the  Register,  they  would  continue  to  be  regis- 
tered by  their  maiden  names  under  the  new  regulations. 

It  was  reported  that  eight  candidates  had  presented  them- 
selves for  the  first  Professional  examination  and  one  had 
passed.  Mr.  Coleman  explained  that  they  were  the  "  old- 
time  "  students  and  that  summer  1963  would  be  their  last 
'opportunity  to  pass. 

The  registrar  also  reported  that  sixty  students  had 
started  the  course  at  University  College,  Dublin.  Fifty  Col- 
lege students  were  reading  for  the  second  year  degree,  and 
twenty-six  for  the  third  year  course,  seventeen  students 
were  studying  for  the  assistants'  course.  Ninety-three  stu- 
dents were  attending  the  College  of  Pharmacy. 

Arising  out  of  the  Schools  Committee's  report,  Mr.  C.  S. 
O'Connor  (an  examiner)  was  authorised  to  secure  the  ser- 
vices of  an  assistant  in  his  department. 

The  Registrar  reported  on  the  deaths  of  Messrs.  M. 
Butler,  J.  Sewell  and  P.  Gilchrist. 

On  the  motion  of  the  President,  sympathy  was  voted  to 
Mr.  O'Donnell  on  the  death  of  his  mother. 

When  Fees  Become  Due 

The  Registrar  reported  that  membership  fees  would 
come  under  the  new  regulations  on  January  1,  1963.  Mem- 
bers would  be  so  informed  in  December  and  if  they  had 
already  paid  the  £4  4s.  subscription  they  would  be  credited 
for  it  and  asked  to  pay  the  balance.  They  would  then  be 
given  the  period  from  January  1-15  to  pay.  Failing  that  they 
would  be  sent  a  registered  letter  advising  that  if  payment 
were  not  made  before  January  25  their  names  would  not 
appear  on  the  register  or  calendar.  In  effect,  they  would  be 
given  about  six  weeks'  notice. 

Miss  Cunniffe  pointed  out  that  some  licentiates  did  not 
realise  that  if  their  name  was  not  on  the  register  they  could 
not  practise.  The  Registrar  said  that  would  be  underlined. 

Messrs.  James  F.  Prendergast,  John  A.  Underwood,  Thomas  J. 
Toohey,  Timothy  A.  Donovan  and  John  McCormack  were  elec- 
ted to  membership,  and  Mr.  Louis  P.  Murray  to  associate 
membership.  Mr.  Michael  Richard  Spittle,  Castle  Mall,  Thurles, 
co.  Tipperary,  was  nominated  for  membership. 

Dr.  William  Michael  B.  McEniff,  Bundoran,  co.  Donegal,  was 
granted  registration  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  an  L.A.H. 
certificate  having  been  submitted.  The  licence  certificate  of  Mr. 
Francis  de  Buday  Goldberger  was  signed  and  sealed.

ANNUAL 

{Concluded  from  The  Chemist  an 

Mr.  M.  B.  Brophy,  Dublin,  said  that,  though  a  wonderful 
picture  had  been  painted  about  the  future  of  pharmacy,  he 
was  at  a  loss  to  know  how  it  could  be  related  to  reality,  as 
the  doldrums  of  pharmacy  were  there  to  be  seen.  He  agreed 
that  the  practice  of  pharmacy  was  controlled  by  Act  of 
Parliament,  but  what  had  the  Society  done  to  bring  about 
an  improvement  so  that  Irish  pharmacy  could  compare  with 
the  position  in  other  countries,  as  outlined  by  Mr. 
Costello?  "  Surely  it  is  the  function  of  the  Society  to  bring 
about  an  improvement  in  the  appalling  conditions  existing. 
No  matter  how  we  try  to  deceive  ourselves,  the  optimistic 
picture  painted  of  the  profession  is  completely  divorced 
from  reality."  He  was  far  more  worried  about  compound 
aspirin  sales  by  people  with  no  qualifications  whatever  than 
he  was  about  the  indiscriminate  sale  of  antibiotics  by  phar- 
macists. Those  who  spoke  about  recruiting  young  people  to 
pharmacy  would  have  to  give  an  assurance  that,  when  a 
graduate  came  out  of  the  university  with  the  present  quali- 
fication, he  would  not  walk  into  a  shop  and  see  the  situation 
actually  obtaining.  The  Society's  Constitution  had  been  the 
same  for  eighty-seven  years,  and  every  other  profession  had 
introduced  changes  to  meet  a  new  and  changing  world. 
Mr.  Brophy  pointed  out  that  at  one  stage  the  optical  profes- 
sion had  been  "  absolutely  riddled  with  abuse."  There  had 
been  different  qualifications  and  no  qualifications,  but  now 
the  profession  had  become  consolidated  after  legislation  had 
been  enacted  to  enable  the  administration  to  run  smoothly. 
He  wondered  if  the  Society's  constitution  should  not  be 
altered  to  deal  with  abuses  in  which  self-service  stores  were 
competing  with  pharmacists? 

The  President  said  there  was  a  move  to  try  to  get  ethical 
preparations  confined  to  pharmacists  and  he  hoped  they 
would  be  confined  eventually  to  the  proper  channels.  The 
Council  would  bear  in  mind  what  had  been  said,  and  would 
see  what  could  be  done  to  effect  a  more  acceptable  system 
of  distribution.  He  did  not  think  antibiotics  were  sold 
generally  by  pharmacists,  who  were  careful  in  handling 
them.  Comhairle  Na  Nimheanna  would  investigate  the 
matter,  and  a  resolution  had  been  passed  by  the  Council  to 
appoint  a  new  inspector. 

Retention  Fees 

The  question  of  the  retention  fee  was  referred  to  by  Mr. 
O'Connor,  who  said  it  was  of  such  importance  that  it 
should  not  be  disposed  of  in  a  matter  of  a  few  minutes  at  an 
annual  meeting.  He  suggested  an  extraordinary  general  meet- 
ing should  be  called  to  discuss  it  if  necessary.  The  Presi- 
dent said  the  Council  had  devoted  considerable  time  to  the 
matter  and  a  representative  meeting  had  discussed  the  posi- 
tion the  previous  Thursday  night,  not  one  person  at  that 
meeting  objecting  to  the  new  scale. 

"  You  must  remember  that  the  Society,  up  to  the  present, 
had  been  existing  on  voluntary  contributions  of  the  mem- 
bers to  a  maximum  of  £4  4s.  The  C.  &  D.,  if  purchased  by 
an  individual,  now  costs  £3  10s.  per  annum,  but  members 
have  it  included  in  the  total  fee  at  a  much  cheaper  rate." 

The  fee  of  the  Opticians'  Board  was  £10  10s.  annually, 
while  few  people  objected  to  paying  £10  10s.  a  year  for 
membership  of  a  golf  club. 

"  We  are  an  important  institution  and  in  order  that  we 
might  continue  to  exist  it  was  necessary  to  increase  the  fees. 
Pharmacists  and  licentiates  who,  in  the  past,  paid  nothing 
will  have  to  pay  a  retention  fee  in  future.  That  is  only  right, 
because  it  would  not  be  fair  that  pharmaceutically  minded 
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people  should  continue  to  pay  the  fee  voluntarily  and  others 
get  away  with  advantages  for  which  they  paid  nothing." 

He  considered  the  amount  a  reasonable  sum.  Membership 
and  the  purchase  of  the  C.  &  D.  were  matters  which  each 
member  could  decide  for  himself. 

Mr.  Walshe:  What  is  the  law  about  a  medical  represen- 
tative who  continues  to  use  his  card  but  does  not  pay  his 
retention  fee?  The  general  pharmacist  would  not  be  able  to 
practise,  I  know,  but  what  about  the  employee  pharmacist? 

The  President:  As  I  understand  it,  unless  a  person  pays 
the  retention  fee  and  is  registered,  he  cannot  describe  him- 
self as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist. 

U  nconstitutional 

Mr.  O'Connor  said  he  had  not  been  questioning  the  fee, 
only  he  thought  the  way  it  had  been  arrived  at  was  slightly 
unconstitutional.  Until  now  a  person,  on  qualifying,  had 
been  awarded  a  certificate  and  been  duly  registered  after 
paying  £10  10s.  Now  it  appeared  that  qualification  was  con- 
tingent on  paying  an  additional  £7  7s.  "  To  me  it  seems 
unconstitutional." 

The  President  said  if  it  was  unconstitutional  a  peculiar 
situation  would  arise.  He  himself  was  qualified  to  practise 
in  Northern  Ireland  and  had  opened  a  pharmacy  there  in 
1918.  He  was  deprived  of  the  opportunity  of  practising  there 
when  the  Border  was  established.  "  The  retention  fee  is  part 
of  an  Act  of  our  Parliament.  I  don't  think  it  is  unconstitu- 
tional, but  there  is  one  method  of  testing  that,  and  I  don't 
think  anybody  will  go  to  that  extreme.  A  person  who  is  a 
pharmacist  should  be  registered." 

Mr.  O'Mathuna,  Cashel,  while  agreeing  that  a 
licentiate  should  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  did  not  agree 
that  one's  right  to  live  should  be  subject  to  the  payment  of 
a  fee.  "  It  is  not  right  that  the  minor  part  of  a  £10  10s.  fee 
should  be  given  towards  membership  while  the  major  part 
should  be  made  compulsory  on  the  terms  of  a  retention  fee. 

"  Would  it  not  be  more  sensible  to  encourage  people  to 
become  members  at  the  higher  fee,  and  make  the  retention 
fee  the  smaller  one?  Would  it  not  also  be  much  more 
sensible  to  select  the  Irish  C.  &  D.  at  7s.  6d.  a  year,  and 
use  that  as  the  official  organ  of  the  Society,  as  well  as 
saving  £3  2s.  6d.?  "  he  asked.  There  was  no  reason  why  the 
Irish  journal  could  not  be  built  up  into  the  official  organ, 
and  at  the  same  time  effect  a  "  tremendous  "  saving  in  the 
membership  fee.  Mr.  Loughman  said  that  under  the  new 
arrangements  members  were  only  being  charged  £1  for  the 
journal. 

The  Irish  C.  &  D.  did  not  wish  to  have  that  distinction 
and  would  not  cater  for  it. 

Continuing,  Mr.  O'Mathuna  asked  why  the  Society  should 
be  "  grateful  "  to  the  Minister  for  accepting  amendments  in 
the  Pharmacy  Bill,  as  stated  in  the  president's  address. 
"Haven't  we  the  qualifications,  and  if  we  have  not,  who 
else  has?  "  He  said  if  they  wished  to  join  E.E.C.  they  could 
benefit  from  direct  membership  with  the  Continent  by  break- 
ing completely  with  the  Anglo-American  system  obtaining, 
using  the  opportunity  as  a  means  of  establishing  a  proper 
pharmaceutical  system  as  urged  by  Mr.  Brophy. 

Mr.  Mallon  :  If  I  refuse  to  pay  a  retention  fee  and  apply 
again? — The  President:  You  will  be  put  on  it  for  £7  7s. 
plus  a  lapsed  fee. ' 

Mr.  Mallon  said  that  four  years  ago  members  had  been 
promised  that  any  dicussions  in  connection  with  fees  would 
be  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Society.  "  I  have  had  no 
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communication,  as  a  member  of  the  Society,  from  head- 
quarters for  the  past  twelve  months — just  an  invitation  last 
Thursday.  I  have  had  nothing  whatever  as  a  member.  Any- 
thing that  is  published  I  do  not  consider  the  same.  Publica- 
tions are  not  enough."  The  President:  I  have  attended 
several  meetings  in  the  country  at  which  the  matter  was 
brought  up.— Mr.  Mallon  :  I  am  not  a  practising  chemist, 
therefore  I  am  one  of  the  outside  people  in  pharmacy. 

The  President  :  Well,  I  am  talking  to  the  people  who  are 
pharmacists.— Cries  from  the  hall:  We  are  all  pharmacists. 

The  President:  You  could  have  attended  any  of  these 
meetings.  I  am  dealing  with  the  general  body  of  pharma- 
cists. People  could  attend. 

Mr.  Mallon:  At  what  meeting?  There  was  no  meeting 
in  Dublin. 

The  Public  Interest 

Dealing  with  complaints  that  outside  organisations  were 
represented  on  Comhairle  Na  Nimheanna,  Mr.  Loughman 
said  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  general  public  had  a 
particular  interest  in  this  matter,  because  they  were  the 
people  who  required  the  articles  that  would  be  controlled. 
It  was  only  right  that  on  a  body  of  that  description  the 
public  should  be  represented.  Their  representation  was  not 
overwhelming  but  he  thought  the  Minister  was  wise  to 
include  sections  that  would  be  affected,  particularly  the 
agricultural  section. 

Mr.  O'Mathuna  :  You  are  condoning  that  people  with  no 
qualifications  have  the  right  to  decide  what  is  a  poison.  That 
gets  us  back  to  a  free  sale  of  all  medicines,  which  deprives 
us  of  our  right  as  pharmacists. 

The  President:  We  are  interested  in  restoring  the  distri- 
bution, but  the  general  public  has  an  interest  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  poisons  also.  They  are  not  entitled  to  be  a 
majority  on  the  Board.  I  certainly  have  no  doubt  as  to  the 
wisdom  of  the  Minister  in  giving  representation  to  people  of 
that  description.  The  members  we  have  on  the  Board  are 
not  representatives  of  the  Council,  but  of  the  pharmacists  of 
Ireland,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  they  will  see  that  the 
chemists'  angle  will  be  to  the  forefront  in  all  discussions. 

The  Registrar  said  that  legislation  dealing  with  poisons 
in  pharmacy  had  not  been  instituted  for  the  protection  of 
pharmacists  but  for  the  protection  of  the  public.  As  regards 
fees,  the  Pharmacy  Act  came  into  operation  on  Septem- 
ber 1.  "  You  are  now  being  told  by  the  president  that  the 
Council  has  decided  to  impose  certain  fees.  You  are  getting 
formal  notice  of  the  shape  of  things  to  come." 

Mr.  Mallon:  The  president  said  the  Council  had  been 
considering  them  for  over  a  month.  Could  they  not  have 
circularised  to  members?  I  think  we  are  entitled  to  that 
much  information.  Something  was  being  introduced,  but 
there  was  a  great  absence  of  information  circulating  from 
the  Council  room  to  members,  other  than  through  the 
C.  &  D.  I  think  that  is  wrong.  Another  thing  I  think  is 
wrong  is  that  the  president's  report  ran  to  about  thirteen 
pages;  I  have  not  got  a  memory  that  is  capable  of  storing 
all  that  was  said.  I  would  have  liked  to  have  had  a  copy  of 
that  address,  with  the  notice  of  the  meeting,  so  that  I  could 
have  coolly  and  calmly  studied  it  and  been  able  to  discuss 
it  today.  In  that  way  an  hour  and  a  half  could  have  been 
saved  for  discussion. 

Mr.  Miller  said  it  was  poor  compensation  to  a  Council 
that  members  of  the  Society  could  come  along  to  the  annual 
meeting  and  complain  in  that  fashion.  Either  they  elected 
the  Council  to  do  the  job  or  they  did  not. 

Mr.  Mallon:  I  have  no  grouse  against  any  member  of 
the  Council.  I  have  nothing  but  the  height  of  praise  for 
them  because  of  the  amount  of  time  they  devote  to  this 
work,  but  at  the  same  time  I  think,  as  members,  we  are 
entitled  to  this,  and  it  is  near  time  we  became  members  who 
open  our  mouths. 

Mr.  John  McCormack,  Dublin,  said  the  retention  fee  was 
a  major  decision  of  the  body.  "  What,"  he  asked,  "  are  the 
obligations  vested  in  the  Society  by  the  various  Acts  of 
Parliament  regarding  examinations  and  the  education  of 


pharmacists?  Although  the  pharmacists  are  only  a  second- 
ary consideration,  this  happens  to  be  our  livelihood.  It  is  a 
bit  late  in  life  for  older  people  to  change  to  another  pro- 
fession. The  State  has  not  given  me  any  help  or  confidence 
in  the  future  of  pharmacy.  It  shows  great  concern  for  the 
sale  of  hormones  by  veterinarians,  but  little  for  proprietary 
medicines  for  human  consumption." 

Mr.  McCormack  added  that  he  would  like  to  know  what 
grant  was  given  by  the  Government  to  the  Society,  and  if 
it  would  be  an  annual  one.  "  If  the  Society  is  purely  an 
examination  body,  why  are  we  so  concerned  about  the 
education  of  pharmacists?  If  the  State  wants  pharmacists, 
let  them  educate  them." 

Mr.  Brophy  said  pharmacists  had  got  no  protection  on 
the  sale  of  proprietary  medicines,  and  pharmacy,  in  the 
accepted  sense,  was  not  being  practised.  They  were  only 
glorified  hucksters. 

Mr.  Loughman  said  the  money  was  being  provided  for 
extra  laboratories  and  equipment  which  they,  the  Society, 
could  not  itself  provide.  As  to  the  Society's  being  an  exam- 
ing  body,  and  transferring  the  function  of  education  to  the 
State,  "  We  could  certainly  do  that,  and  could  ask  the  Gov- 
ernment to  instruct  the  university  to  take  over.  It  might  be 
wise,  and  it  might  not.  We  have  not  given  full  thought  to 
that  aspect  yet." 

The  President  said  he  had  been  in  practice  for  over  fifty 
years,  and  in  all  that  time  proprietary  medicines  had  been 
sold  by  other  people.  "  I  cannot  see  how  we  can  overcome 
that.  I  was  a  member  of  both  Houses  of  the  Oireachtas,  and 
as  such,  it  was  easy  to  see  the  lack  of  interest  the  ordinary 
deputy  had  in  pharmacists.  He  took  a  far  greater  interest 
in  people.  You  will  also  realise  the  Ministers  function  is 
not  to  bolster  up  pharmacy.  It  is  our  business  to  try  and  do 
that.  The  Minister's  task,  in  the  main,  is  to  safeguard  the 
public  generally.  I  am  hoping  that,  some  time,  we  will  be 
able  to  induce  the  powers  that  be  to  place  some  restriction 
on  the  sale  of  proprietary  medicines,  but  at  present  I  don't 
think  there  is  any  hope  of  doing  that." 

The  president  then  said :  "  We  do  not  object  to  criticism, 
but  I  believe  the  Council  has  served  pharmacy  well  all  the 
time  I  have  been  a  member  of  it."  Although  there  were 
over  2,000  pharmacists,  only  about  100  could  attend  the 
annual  meeting.  Mr.  Miller  was  right  when  he  said  that 
seven  Councillors  were  elected  every  year,  and  any  member 
was  eligible  to  go  forward,  but  this  year  there  had  been  no 
contest.  For  want  of  competition  the  outgoing  panel  had 
been  re-elected,  "  and  I  really  think  the  discussion  of  difficult 
problems  should  be  settled  around  the  Council  table  after 
members  have  had  the  advice  of  the  various  local  groups. 
We  generally  give  them  a  line  on  what  is  happening,  and 
when  we  are  taking  decisions  we  have  regard  to  what  is 
said  at  those  meetings." 

Multiplicity  of  Poisons 

Mr.  M.  L.  Cashman  said,  regarding  the  Poisons  Board 
that,  apart  from  pharmaceutical  products,  there  was  a  mul- 
tiplicity of  poisons  to  be  considered — industrial,  agricultural 
and  horticultural,  solid  substances  and  liquid  and  gaseous 
poisons.  The  Minister  had  the  prime  responsibility  in  regard 
to  public  safety.  The  function  of  the  Board  was  to  advise 
the  Minister,  who  wanted  the  assistance  of  all  sections.  He 
hoped  that  eventually  abuse  in  the  sale  of  proprietary  medi- 
cines and  in  mass  advertisements  would  become  a  respon- 
sibility of  the  Board.  He  felt  that  through  the  Board,  and 
the  strong  representation  pharmacy  had  on  it,  there  would 
come  a  time  when  they  would  be  able  to  rid  themselves  of 
the  worst  abuses  in  the  free  merchandising  of  medicinal 
substances. 

Several  members  were  now  on  their  feet  and  time  was 
becoming  short,  so  it  was  agreed  to  hold  an  extraordinary 
general  meeting  in  the  near  future  to  enable  the  discussion 
to  be  continued.  (At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council 
next  day,  it  was  decided  to  hold  the  extraordinary  general 
meeting  on  the  night  of  November  12.) 

Mr.  Miller  congratulated  the  president  on  the  manner  in 
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which  he  had  handled  the  meeting,  and  described  the  stan- 
dard of  debate  as  "  most  exhilarating."  He  was  delighted  at 
the  "  wind  of  change,"  and  welcomed  the  contributions 
made  by  members. 

The  report  of  the  outgoing  honorary  treasurer  (Mr.  D.  J. 
Kennelly),  which  was  unanimously  adopted  on  the  motion 
of  Mr.  P.  B.  Joy,  Clonmel,  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Field- 
ing, Cork,  showed  that  income  for  the  year  had  increased 
by  £162  net,  while  expenditure  showed  a  net  increase  of 
£3,816,  leaving  a  deficiency  of  £3,654.  The  Benevolent  Fund 
had  dealt  with  1,003  claims,  and  showed  a  surplus  of  £181 
against  a  loss  of  £40  in  1961.  Main  reason  for  the  increase 
had  been  the  great  efforts  of  local  associations  and  of  the 
Benevolent  Fund  Dance  Committee.  The  Benevolent  Fund 
Dance  Committee  had  contributed  £428;  the  West  of  Ireland 
Association,  £76;  Limerick,  £55;  and  Cork  and  Tipperary, 
£75  each.  A  disquieting  feature,  however,  was  that  individual 
subscriptions  from  members  were  down.  Mr.  Joy  said  he 


was  delighted  to  see  the  Pharmacy  Bill  law,  if  only  to 
compel  those,  particularly  those  with  open  shop,  who  had 
not  been  contributing,  to  do  so.  It  was  a  great  day's  work!  ' 

Mr.  Walshe  was  told  by  the  president  that  the  reten- 
tion fees  were  not  yet  law. 

Mrs.  T.  F.  Kiernan,  Ballinough,  thanked  the  president 
for  the  able  manner  in  which  he  had  conducted  the  meet- 
ing. She  said  he  had  shown  a  great  grasp  of  what  was  going 
on  in  the  pharmaceutical  world. 

Mr.  J.  J.  O'Regan,  Cork,  congratulated  the  president  on 
"  having  piloted  a  very  stormy  meeting  in  such  capable 
manner." 

The  oldest  member  present  (eighty-two-year-old  Mr." 
Richard  Hamilton,  Raphoe),  who  was  given  a  special  wel- 
come, also  joined  in  the  tributes  to  Mr.  Loughman.  He 
added  that  he  was  greatly  impressed  with  the  College  and 
the  Society's  new  headquarters. 


IRISH  PHARMACY  WEEK 

Effects  of  State  Medicine  on  Pharmacy 


SPEAKING  on  "  The  Impact  of  State 
Medicine  on  Pharmacy "  on  October 
10,  Mr.  H.  W.  Tomski  said  that, 
before  the  introduction  of  the  National 
Health  Insurance  in  1913,  dispensing 
had  constituted  but  a  small  part  of  the 
British  pharmacist's  work.  With  the 
introduction  of  the  service  had  come 
official  recognition  that  dispensing 
should  be  undertaken  by,  or  under  the 
supervision  of,  pharmacists.  In  being 
administered  under  direct  Government 
control  the  scheme  was  different  from 
the  German  system  which  was  under 
friendly  societies.  In  1937  the  average 
pharmacy  in  England  and  Wales  dis- 
pensed 5,000  prescriptions  annually, 
against  1,800  in  Scotland.  Income  from 
N.H.I,  dispensing  was  only  about  3y  per 
cent,  of  the  pharmacist's  total  turn- 
over, while  the  income  from  private 
dispensing  was  below  10  per  cent. 
Gradually,  over  the  years,  the  number 
of  persons  entitled  to  pharmaceutical 
benefits  had  increased  by  the  raising  of 
the  qualification  income  level.  By 
1946  there  were  191  millions  (40  per 
cent,  of  the  population)  in  the  scheme. 
The  average  pharmacy  in  England  and 
Wales  was  then  dispensing  7,300  pre- 
scriptions annually.  National  Health 
dispensing  accounted  for  77  per  cent, 
of  all  prescriptions,  in  Scotland  for 
about  35  per  cent. 

"  The  present  National  Health  Ser- 
vice scheme  means  the  extension  of  the 
National  Health  Insurance  scheme  of 
1913,  and  the  provision  of  pharmaceu- 
tical services  to  almost  the  whole  of  the 
population :  95  per  cent,  of  the  people 
are  now  covered,  and  almost  all  get 
their  supplies  from  the  pharmacist." 

About  One-third  of  Turnover 

At  present  15,300  prescriptions  were 
dispensed  in  the  average  British  phar- 
macy annually,  or  30  per  cent,  of  the 
average  pharmacist's  turnover  (for  the 
small,  independent  pharmacist  35  per 
cent.).  Pharmacists  had  neglected  their 
counter  trade,  allowing  unqualified 
traders  to  increase  their  share  of  the 
market  in  chemists'  goods.  Nearly  47 
per  cent,  of  proprietaries  were  now 
being  sold  through  retailers  other  than 
chemists,  and  a  recent  survey  showed 
that  the  chemists'  share  of  the  sham- 
poo market  had  declined  from  70  to 


50  per  cent.  Between  1960  and  1962, 
greater  emphasis  on  dispensing  pre- 
scriptions had  made  chemists  more  phar- 
maceutically  minded  than  previously. 

There  was  undoubtedly  a  sense  of 
gross  disappointment — even  of  anger — 
towards  health  authorities  in  the  phar- 
macists at  some  effects  of  the  mon- 
opoly enjoyed  by  central  Government 
control.  The  plight  of  the  pharmacists 
had  also  come  about  partly  because  of 
the  inability  of  leaders  in  pharmacy  to 
create  a  public  image  in  keeping  with 
professional  aspirations.  Mr.  Tomski 
recounted  the  various  steps  by  which 
inroads  had  been  made  into  the  phar- 
macists' remuneration. 

"  Pharmacists  are  resenting  it  and 
want  to  withdraw  from  the  service 
because  they  are  losing  money  on  it," 
said  Mr.  Tomski. 

Mr.  Kennelly,  thanking  Mr.  Tom- 
ski, said  that  while  there  was  no  State 
medicine  operating  in  the  Republic  they 
were  rather  in  the  dark. 

Mr.  M.  Brophy  said  recently  he  had 
stated  that  the  British  scheme  was  a 
fiasco  and  that  there  was  a  crisis, 
though  the  general  impression  appeared 
to  be  that  the  British  pharmacists  were 
"  stacking  up  riches."  Mr.  Tomski 
said  it  was  not  true  that  there  was  a 
crisis.  Nobody  could  really  say  how 
much  profit  a  chemist  got  out  of  dis- 
pensing because  it  was  so  closely  inter- 
linked with  the  rest  of  the  business.  "  I 
say  he  gets  6  per  cent,  net  profit  on 
National  Health  dispensing,  after  pay- 


ing all  expenses."  To  state  that  many 
pharmacists  had  given  up  dispensing 
just  was  not  true.  Those  who  had  given 
it  up  had  probably  done  so  because 
their  total  dispensing  business  was  so 
small  that  it  did  not  pay  them.  If  one 
could  sell  more  photographies  and  cos- 
metics to  replace  dispensing  that  was 
all  right,  but  if  not  the  pharmacist 
would  be  at  a  bigger  loss  still  if  he 
gave  up  dispensing  completely.  For  25 
per  cent,  of  pharmacists  turnover  was 
so  limited  that  they  would  be  better  off 
to  invest  in  Government  securities  and 
take  a  job. 

Mr.  McKenna  asked  if  it  was  a  fact 
that  the  differential  payment  had  been 
introduced  after  the  multiples  had  re- 
fused to  strike? 

Mr.  Tomski  :  Speaking  as  an  out- 
sider I  would  say  the  multiples  have 
always  played  ball  with  the  indepen- 
dent chemists.  They  have  been  against 
a  strike  as  a  matter  of  principle,  and 
in  my  view  the  cardinal  error  was  for 
the  contractors'  committee  to  say  they 
would  strike.  They  should  have  found 
out  beforehand  if  they  could  do  so. 

Replying  to  Mr.  Joy,  Clonmel,  he 
said  the  total  drug  bill  was  equal  to 
one  penny  per  day  per  person. 

Mr.  P.  Cassidy:  Would  you  advise 
Ireland  to  go  into  the  National  Health 
scheme,  even  if  we  only  got  a  6  to  8 
per  cent,  net  on  monies  invested?  Mr. 
Tomski  said  they  would  have  to  esti- 
mate the  number  of  prescriptions  they 
were  likely  to  get  and  the  money  they 
would  require  to 
provide  the  service. 
"  If  you  don't  get 
into  the  service, 
and  don't  pay  pro- 
per attention  to 
your  counter,  you 
are  going  to  lose  a 
lot  of  counter  to 
self-service  and 
supermarkets."

Discussion  on  the  Training  of  Pharmacists 

ITS  OBJECTIVES.  BASIC  AND  SPECIALIST  NEEDS 


A  DISCUSSION  on  the  training  of 
pharmacists  for  the  conditions  of  to- 
morrow was  opened  by  Professor  K. 
Steiger,  Switzerland,  who  said  at 
Vienna  on  September  28 :  — 

The  exchange  of  goods  and  thoughts 
travel  from  one  country  to  the  other, 
and  the  abolition  of  tariffs  and  other 
international  hindrances  are  having  the 
result  that  an  increasing  number  of 
pharmacists  limit  neither  their  studies 
nor  their  service  to  the  home  country. 
An  international  organisation  —  for 
pharmacists  the  F.I. P.  —  therefore  be- 


comes essential  to  support  professional 
authorities  and  associations  in  organis- 
ing studies  and  in  keeping  university 
teachers  informed  about  the  training 
problems  entailed.  The  F.I. P.  (and 
especially  its  scientific  section)  felt  it  a 
duty  to  bring  together  the  objectives  of 
training  in  pharmacy  for  some  time 
ahead  and  to  place  them  at  the  disposal 
of  the  interested  authorities. 

Even  though  there  are  differences  in 
the  various  countries  and  among  speci- 
alists, pharmacists  have  one  thing  in 
common:  they  are  considered  by  the 


patient,  doctor,  manager  of  an  indus- 
trial enterprise,  military  commander, 
and  the  authorities  to  be  the  one  re- 
sponsible and  competent  medicinal  ex- 
pert. The  responsibility  is  one  that  can 
be  borne  only  by  someone  who  has 
the  moral  character,  the  necessary  scien- 
tific and  technical  knowledge  and  capa- 
city; and  the  material  equipment  for 
applying  that  capacity.  The  scientific 
and  technical  knowledge  required  of 
pharmacists  in  various  fields  are  set  out 
in  the  table  below:  —

are  in  general  practice,  their  training 
must  be  considered  first.  The  change 
from  the  traditional  work  of  preparing 
and  making  medicaments  after  prescrip- 
tions to  chiefly  dispensing  medicaments 
is,  in  some  countries,  an  accomplished 
fact.  In  others,  too,  the  process  is  well 
advanced.  Comparatively  few  countries 
could  maintain  that  the  making  of  pre- 
scribed medicines  and  of  medicaments 
for  stock  is  the  principal  work  of  the 
pharmacist. 

In  dispensing  a  medicament,  the  phar- 
macist should  not  give  advice  to  the 
patient.  Only  the  doctor  is  entitled  to 
advise  about  prescribed  medicaments. 
But  experienced  doctors  regularly  ask 
the  pharmacist's  advice  about  primary 
and  secondary  effects  of  drugs.  To 
advise  is  one  of  the  functions  of  the 
practising  pharmacist,  and  it  is  there- 
fore important  for  him  to  be  a  good 
pharmacologist.  To  be  so  is  of  little 
use  without  a  knowledge  of  anatomy 
and  physiology.  Pharmacology  is  also 
essential  for  pharmaceutical  specialists 
of  all  kinds. 

More  Skill  Rather  Than  Less 

Though  the  making  of  dispensed 
medicines  has  declined  the  galenical 
preparations  still  in  use  demand  not  less 
but  more  skill  in  their  making  than  in 
fo;mer  times.  Medicaments  for  stock 
and  individual  specialities  must  be  skil- 
fully made  in  order  to  compete  with 
industrial  specialities.  If  the  pharma- 
cist wants  to  make  medicaments  him- 
self he  needs  training  in  galenical  manu- 
facture. Responsibility  for  the  quality  of 
the  drugs  and  chemicals  used  can  be 
undertaken  only  if  the  analytical  results 
of  the  raw  material  and  the  finished 
products  are  known.  From  the  table 
it  may  be  seen  that  each  type  of  phar- 
macist has  to  do  with  pharmaceutical 
analysis,  with  the  testing  of  medica- 
ments or  with  biochemical  analysis.  In 
the  training  of  the  pharmacist,  therefore, 
analysis  must  feature  strongly.  Yet  it  is 
not  sufficient  to  practise  analytical 
methods.  The  pharmacist  must  also 
have  a  good  basic  knowledge  of  phy- 
sics and  chemistry,  and  must  know  the 
possible  impurities  of  the  material 
arising  from  its  method  of  preparation, 
and  its  chemical  and  physical  qualities, 
in  order  to  estimate  possible  reactions. 

Apart  from  those  three  main  sub- 
jects (pharmacology,  pharmaceutics  and 
analysis)  the  practising  pharmacist 
needs  a  score  of  basic  and  secondary 
subjects  to  master  his  task:  pharma- 
cognosy; hygiene;  bacteriology;  foren- 
sic knowledge;  mathematics  and  statis- 
tics; and  the  science  of  business  admin- 
istration. I  know  that  some  smile  at  the 
mention  of  that  last  subject:  but  I  place 
it  purposefully  and  seriously  among 
university  subjects.  I  quote  two  speci- 
alists in  support.  One,  a  leading  expert 
in  economics,  "  doubted  whether  phar- 
macists could  go  in  for  an  examination 
qualifying  for  the  doctor's  degree,  as 
their  mathematical  training  was  insuffi- 
cient for  his  subject."  The  other,  an 
important  teacher  in  Basle,  declared 
that  it  was  a  tradition  in  the  upper  class 
in  Basle  that  the  most  intelligent  son 
should  be  trained  as  a  merchant,  "  and 
the  other  sons  could  study." 

The  pharmacist  of  the  future  can 
only  exist  if  he  is  willing  to  leave  the 
narrow  path  of  the  little  shopkeeper 


and  exercise  his  profession  as  a  well 
trained  businessman.  His  character  and 
professional  qualities,  coupled  with 
strict  application  of  the  appropriate 
legislation,  guarantee  that  good  com- 
mercial training  is  of  benefit  both  to 
colleagues  and  to  clients.  If  all  those 
subjects  are  carefully  taught,  learned, 
examined  and  known,  then  there  need 
be  no  fear  for  the  practising  pharma- 
cist. A  diploma  on  those  lines  is  the 
basis  of  legal  recognition  as  well  as  a 
foundation  for  specialisation. 

Specialising 

For  pharmacists  in  hospitals,  in  in- 
dustry, in  the  army,  in  control  and  re- 
search work,  specialisation  is  indispen- 
sable, and  a  diploma  may  be  taken  in 
any  specialised  field  of  pharmacy. 
Without  the  special  studies  provided  at 
universities,  which  have  to  follow  the 
successful  completion  of  ordinary 
studies  in  pharmacy,  progress  in  the 
field  of  pharmacy  will  be  accomplished 
by  the  chemist,  the  biologist,  the  engi- 
neer, etc.,  and  the  pharmacist  will  be- 
come excluded  from  leading  positions, 
losing  prestige  and  influence  thereby. 
The  pharmacist  ought  not  to  consider 
his  diploma  as  a  passport  for  life.  To 
keep  pace  with  the  speed  of  science  he 
has  to  work  hard,  be  familiar  with  the 
literature,  must  continue  his  studies 
both  theoretically  and  practically  in 
order  to  follow  the  progress  of  science 
and  to  promote  it,  each  in  his  proper 
field. 

A  thorough  university  training  (a 
necessity  for  basic  knowledge)  must 
finish  with  a  diploma  entitling  the  prac- 
tising pharmacist  to  execute  his  pro- 
fession and  enabling  him  to  go  on  to 
specialise.  All  pharmacists  agree  that 
training  in  pharmacology,  pharmaceu- 
tics and  analysis,  as  well  as  in  all  basic 
and  secondary  disciplines,  cannot  be 
successful  if  it  is  not  built  up  from  the 
beginning  on  the  sure  foundations  of  a 
sincere  feeling  of  responsibility,  critical 
thinking  and  faithful  service.  The  way 
to  achieve  that  ideal  of  education  and 
training  is  different  in  the  various  coun- 
tries, and  at  the  various  universities,  but 
everywhere  must  be  of  the  highest  level. 

A  Warning  Against  "  Smatterings  " 

Professor  Steiger's  arguments  promp- 
ted Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger,  Great  Britain, 
to  enter  a  caveat  against  putting  into 
the  basic  syllabus  a  smattering  of  too 
many  subjects,  so  that  the  student  never 
got  to  grips  with  the  essential  part, 
namely  pharmaceutics.  A  pharmacist 
who  was  jack-of-all-trades  and  master 
of  none  would  have  difficulty  in  stand- 
ing comparison  with  scientists  in  other 
specialities.  What  was  needed  was  a 
basic  training  that  would  enable  any 
pharmacist  to  enter  any  field  and  then 
to  proceed  to  specialise. 

Dr.  Derencin,  Jugo-Slavia,  declared 
that,  in  order  to  become  active  in  his 
own  field  of  specialisation,  a  pharma- 
cist must  have  a  technician,  so  that  time 
was  left  for  scientific  studies,  and  Sir 
Hugh  Linstead  said  he  would  ask  the 
Bureau  if  they  considered  there  was  a 
need  for  an  inquiry  into  the  registra- 
tion, qualification,  etc.,  of  pharmaceu- 
tical assistants. 

Mr.  B.  Brus,  Belgium,  described  how 
pharmacists  in  the  Common  Market 
countries  were  facing  the  need  to  make 


their  qualifications  interchangeable.  If 
one  country's  syllabus  differed  from 
another's,  then  any  pharmacist  propos- 
ing to  practise  in  another  should,  it 
was  thought,  have  to  pass  a  one-subject 
examination  in  any  subject  not  covered 
by  his  qualification,  and  should  under- 
go a  language  test  and  prove  his  fami- 
liarity with  the  health  laws. 

Professor  M.  Guillot,  France,  said 
that  it  was  easy  to  compare  study  pro- 
grammes but  difficult  to  evaluate  the 
standard  of  practical  work  achieved  in 
other  countries. 

The  problems  of  uniform  pharma- 
ceutical training  in  a  federal  system  of 
government  were  outlined  by  Mr. 
Larose,  Canada,  who  said  that  in  his 
country  there  were  ten  provinces,  with 
eight  pharmacy  schools,  two  of  them 
in -one  province.  Over  a  period  of  fif- 
teen years  the  deans  had  met  and 
agreed  on  minimum  standards  that  must 
be  set  to  secure  recognition,  but  a  dip- 
loma that  was  recognised  in  all  the 
provinces  had  not  yet  been  arrived  at. 
A  step  towards  it  was  the  setting  up 
of  a  national  board  of  examiners  for 
pharmacy.  All  but  one  of  the  provinces 
had  accepted  that  in  principle. 

In  Switzerland,  another  federal  sys- 
tem, there  was  acceptance  of  the  dip- 
loma in  all  cantons,  said  Dr.  Hans 
Fluck,  but  the  five  pharmaceutical  de- 
partments of  universities  still  had  free- 
dom of  training.  Most  of  them  were 
constantly  trying  to  introduce  new  sub- 
jects into  the  syllabus. 

Situation  in  America 

In  the  United  States,  said  Mr.  Don 
Francke,  Ann  Arbor,  there  was  no 
Federal  law  on  pharmaceutical  educa- 
tion. There  were  seventy-five  colleges 
in  fifty  States,  each  with  its  own  law. 
A  high  degree  of  uniformity  had  been 
attained  through  voluntary  participa- 
tion in  an  American  Association  of  Col- 
leges of  Pharmacy,  and  the  American 
Council  on  Pharmaceutical  Education 
had  made  it  incumbent  on  each  college 
to  have  a  five-year  programme.  In 
practice  a  good  basic  level  of  training 
had  been  achieved,  with  some  colleges 
going  above  it.  But  there  was  no  reci- 
procity. Winding  up  the  discussion.  Sir 
Hugh  Linstead  said  it  seemed  that  all 
countries  were  agreed  that  in  every 
country  there  should  be  a  basic  phar- 
maceutical diploma,  the  holder  of  which 
should  be  able  to  make  a  career  in  any 
branch;  the  faculties  of  universities 
should  ensure  that  facilities  for  specia- 
list training  were  available  for  all  who 
sought  it;  that  post-graduate  courses 
should  be  organised. 

N.H.S.  STATISTICS 

In  Oldham  from  February  1961  to 
January  1962,  663.510  prescriptions  were 
dispensed  compared  with  788,474  for  the 
similar  period  in  the  previous  year.  The 
average  cost  of  a  prescription  has  in- 
creased from  6s.  7id.  to  7s.  6d. 

In  Surrey  during  1961,  5,807,763  pre- 
scriptions were  dispensed  at  a  total  cost 
of  £2,500,651.  Average  cost  per  pre- 
scription 103-34d.,  of  which  ingredients 
accounted  for  86-54d.  During  January 
1962,  607,143  prescriptions  were  dis- 
pensed at  a  total  cost  of  £267,721. 
Average  cost  per  prescription  105-83d. 
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Dijex  Liquid  and  Dijex  Tablets  are 
specific  antacids  exerting  a  prompt 
and  sustained  effect.  They  contain 
no  sedatives  or  antispasmodics.

Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.  Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 


London,  October  24:  A  little  more  inquiry  for  Crude  Drugs  was 
reported  during  the  week  although  actual  business  continued  at  a  lower  level 
than  usual  for  the  time  of  year. 

An  upsurge  in  the  demand  for  Senna 
provided  the  main  feature  of  the  week 
and  prices  which  had  held  steady  over 
the  past  month  or  so,  improved  con- 
siderably in  the  case  of  some  grades. 
Prime  No.  1  Tinnevelly  leaves  ad- 
vanced from  2s.  ljd.  to  2s.  3d.  per  lb. 
and  the  f.a.q.  was  also  fractionally 
dearer.  Both  Tinnevelly  and  Alexandria 
manufacturing  pods  were  believed  to 
have  been  cleared,  while  Tinnevelly 
hand-picked  advanced  fivepence  to 
2s.  6d.  per  lb.  With  the  new  crop  of 
Podophyllum  emodi  coming  to  an  end, 
prices  advanced  10s.  per  cwt.  in  both 
positions.  The  better  grades  of  Chinese 
Rhubarb  have  been  cleared;  there  was 
material  available  from  4s.  6d.  to  6s. 
per  lb.  with  manufacturing  at  2s.  9d. 
Brazilian  Menthol  was  sixpence 
cheaper,  in  bond,  but  other  grades  were 
unchanged.
